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Loxpon, May 25.—There was quite a 
flutter on the Stock Exchange to-day. Tne 
market was flat through the foreneon, bat 
between 1 and 2 o’clock heavy purchases of 
Philadelphia and Reading caused some ex- 
titement, one block of 10,000 shares being 
bought for London account at between 31 
and 311g. It soon became known that Mr. 
Austin Corbin, President of the company, 
had been closeted all the forenoon with 
Baring Brothers and J.8. Morgan & Co., 
pend that the new Reading bonds had been 
placed. During the afternoon the stook 
rose 3 per cent. 

I called on Mr. Corbin.at the Westminster 
Palace Hotel at 6 o’clock for a statement of 
the transaction. He declined to be inter- 
viewed, said he had nothing to say, and did 
not know when he would have anything to 
say. The other persons interested were 
equally non-commiittal. 

I learn to-night, however, on high and 
intimate authority, that the history of the 
transaction is as follows: Before Mr. Cor- 
bin left America Drexel, Morgan & Co., on 
behalf of a syndicate, made an of- 
fer for $66,000,000 of the new is- 
sue, $33,000,000 being reserved for 
the payment of prior claims. The 
offer was not considered high enough, and 
was refused. Mr. Corbin then went to 
Paris and tried to interest the Messrs. 
Rothschilds, but they declined to raise the 
other bid. He met there Mr. Burnsof J. 8. 
Morgan & Co., and Mr. Corbin came over 
here last week. His first efforts did not 
meet with success, and the stock fell off a 
little. He succeeded in interesting some 
heavy capital, however, and while the ne- 
gotiations were in progress Baring Brothers 
and J. 8. Morgan & Co. intervened. 

Twodaysago the Street had animpression 
that no one wanted the bonds and that the 
negotiations would fall through. Mr. Cor- 
bin has been closeted for the last two days, 
however, with representatives of the two 
firms named, and the negotiations were 
concluded at noon to-day. It is said that 
the Rothschilds are also in the combination, 
each party taking one-third, though Baring 
Brothers and J. 8. Morgan & Co. ostensibly 
take one-half each. * 

The syndicate is said te have gotten the 
whole lot at a price under 90, and expects to 
ofter the bonds to the public at 5 per cent. 
advance—somewhere between 98 and 95. 
The loan will undoubtedly be heavily over- 
subscribed, as large holders of the present 
general mortgage bonds have.signified their 
intention to take the new issue. Conse- 
quently the syndicate does not expect to be 
called upon to furnish any large amount of 
ready money. 

It is understood that over $30,000,000 of 
the new 4 per cent. bonds have been bought 
by the syndicate with an option to take 
the remainder at the same price within 
three months, 

The conclusion of the negotiations caused 
some surprise in several directions, as anum- 
ber of smatiler, but still weighty, banking 
houses had hoped to be included in the 
syndicate. The resultis looked on here as 
an excellent stroke of business for the 
Reading Company, since it saves them 
nearly $300,000 per annum; and also as 


. further evidence of Mr. Corbin’s financial 


and executive ability. Its effects will be to 
improve the market for American securities 
here and enlist for them the support of 
several of the largest banking houses. 

Max O’Rell is back and has been inter- 
viewed concerning America.

Of American woman hesays: “She occu- 
pies a truly ideal position, and American 
life of the best type radiates with the light 
vf her beneficent influence, The young girl 
zan talk equally well about Herbert Spen- 
cer’s last essay as the latest Paris fashion. 
I attended one of the reunions of the Nine- 
teenth Century Club of New-York. The 
subject was ‘Sectarianism, and there-were 
present Bishops and priests representing 
ever somany denominations. Ladies were 
almost as numerous as gentlemen, and after 
attentively hearing the speakers they en- 
tered with zest into the enjoyment of the 
conversazione. You find in American women 
a quality which I am afraid is beginning to 
disappear iff Paris and is almost unknown 
in Londen—a kind of spiritualized polite- 
hess, a tender solicitude for ether people, 
combined with a strong individuality.” 

He compliments the enterprise of the 
uewspapers, but says: ‘*‘ You can’t go to 
the papers for knowledge or for facts. 
Enterprise is carried too far. Imagination 
supplies the place of information. If you 
don’t grant an interview you'll probably 
find one manufactured for you.

public. The general belief is that the Reading 
sold the 4 per cent. bonds at 8712 and that they 
will be offered to the public at 9249, the syndl- 
cate thus making 5 per cent., or about $1,800,000 
out of the deal. [f the Reading re 
alized 87%. for the 4 per cent. bonds, 
the proceeds of the sale of the generais 
would be $21,752,500, and if it realized 75 for 
the first preference 5s the proceeds from the in- 
come bonds would be $9,000,000, making a to- 
tal of $30,752,500.

WOODROW AND EVOLUTION. 


THE CHARGES AGAINST THE MINISTER 
TAKEN UP AND DISCUSSED. 


BALTIMORE, May 25.—The General Assem- 
bly of the Southern Presbyterian Church re- 
assembled this afternoon, the Rev. Dr. J. Henry 
Smith of North Carvlinain the chair. The pend- 
ing case, the complaint of the Kev. Dr. Wood- 
row against the Synod of Georgia, was resumed. 
The Rev. Dr. Strickler of Georgia addressed 
the Assembly on the part of the Synod. He said 
he had no personal feeling in the matter, but his 
object was to ascertain the truth. The record 
showed that Dr. Woodrow argued or asserted 
that Adam was of animal ancestry. The 
Synod of Georgia had voted against the 
action of the Presbytery of Atlanta. The Synod 


of Georgia acted upon the record, 


and the General Assembly in voting on 
this case must be governed by the record. 
The point at issue is whether his assertions are 
countenanced by the standards of the church. 
The standards say that ‘God created man, 
male and female. 6 made man out of the dust 
of the ground and He made woman from the 
rib of the man.” Ifthe position is taken that a 
minister cannot be charged with offense if he in- 
terprets the Scriptures contrary to the stand- 
ards, the Assembly should be careful. 

Dr. Strickler, in conclusion, said: ‘The 
church does not permit any one to preach a 
doctrine that will imperil the soul. Nor should 
any one preach a doctrine that the chureh does 
not hold. if the body is evolved from a brute 
it would have the instincts of the 
brute and the degradation of the brute. 
Dr. Woodrow sa.d he haa reason 
to believe that the animal nature had been put 
in the body of Adam. Animal nature, with the 
passions of a brute, for God to put a soul into. 
Man was made perfeot, and if he had the pas- 
sions of the brute, how could he possibly have 
stood as long as hedid? Let this idea prevail 
and the standards of the church are destroyed 
and the great doctrines of {God’s word weuld be 
jeopardized.” 

The Rev. Dr. Woodrow made his closing speech 
on the question of his views on evoluion, He 
said there was no charge against him and he is 
keclus Ecclesia before the church. He was not 
on trial, but they were to pronounce whether 
the act of the Georgia Synod shall stand. He 
had never disturbed the faith of one 
of the hundreds of students who had 
gone into the ministry from his teaching. 
He liad not changed his views on evolution, but 
research and investigation contirmed his views 
on that question. All his investigations had in- 
creased his confidence that evolution is prob- 
poet true. It did not change his belief in the

After Dr. Woodrow closed a resolution was 
adopted granting to each member desiring it 
three minutes in which to explain his position 
on the question.

A PLUCKY JOCKEY. 


ANDY M’CARTHY RIDES GALLIFET AFTER 
HIS LEG IS BROKEN. 


LOUISVILLE, May 25.—A remarkable ex- 
hibition of nerve was made by Jockey Anay Mo- 
Carthy in the Kentucky Handicap, run here yes- 
terday, when, with a broken leg, he rode Galli- 
fet the full mile and a quarter and finished with 
the others. it was not known by the owner of 
the horse or any of the people connected with 
the stable that McCarthy was disabled, and even 
when the boy told of it few would believe it. 

The accident happened when the horses were 
atthe post forthe Kentucky Handicap. They 


were called back after a breakaway, “and 
McCarthy, on Gallifet, got too close to 
Mr. Swigert’s colt Insolence, who was 
behaving badly. Just at that mo 
ment Insolence kicked out and struck 
MeCarthy’s right leg with sufficient force to 
knock him from hig mount. He fainted with 
pain and a physician was called, who was un- 
able to make more than a cursory 6xamination 
of his injury. When the boy revived Mr. 
Barnes, owner of Gallifet, was anxious 
to have McCarthy ride, and the jockey, 
not knowing how badly he was injured, 
insisted that he was able te sit on his horse. 
Up he went and a few minutes later the field 
was started. McCarthy, still weak, was unable 
to hold Gallifet, who, after Unite went back, 
took the lead and led around the turn into 
the quarter stretch, where McCarthy sat down 
on him and began to ride. Ina few strides hia 
leg gave way, and, unable to finish, he pulled 
up and lost all chance of winning, being placed 
eighth on the run out. He almost fell from 
the saddle when he returned to the weighing 
room, and a second examination of his injured 
leg showed that it had been broken, but whether 
by the kick from Insolence or through his exer- 
tions} on Gallifet could not be learned. He was 
removed to the Galt House, where he is to re- 
main until able to join the Melbourne Stable, by 
which he is retained, but thia will not be in less 
than three weeks or a month.

SHERIDAN CRITICALLY ILL | 


AND HE HAS TWICE BEEN 
AT DEATH'S DOOR. - 
SUFFERING FROM HEART DISEASE THAT 
MAY KILL HIM AT ANY MOMENT— 
THE SENATE'S DEAD-LOCK. 
WASHINGTON, May 25.—Lieut.-Gen. Philip 
H. Sheridan is still in a very critical condi- 
tion, and on all sides the greatest anxiety is 
expressed for his safety. His physicians 
and relatives are very reticent in speaking 
of his illness, but it is admitted that more 
than once since Sunday last the General has 
been so near death that his life has hung by 
athread. Attimes he has been unconscious 
and much of the time delirious. At one 
time this morning he was believed by the 
doctors to be dying, and only the most 
prompt and skillful treatment kept him 
alive. Later in the day he rallied some- 
what, and early this evening his mind was 
said to be clear and his general condition 
better than before the morning attack. 
Passers by the General’s residence late in 
the afternoon saw Gen. Sheridan sitting by 
a window overlooking Scott Circle, and the 
report quickly spread that he was recover- 
ing. The truth was that the sick man 
could not lie down without risking instant 
death. Gen. Sheridan’s trouble is in his 
heart, and it was the failure of that organ 
properly to perform its functions which 
brought him so near death on Monday and 


again this morning. The nature of the dis- 
ease is such as to warrant the gravest 
fears, for no one can tell at what moment 
the heart may altogether cease to work. 

While the greatest interest and anxiety 
are felt in military circles, all classes of 
citizens are constantly inquiring for news 
from the General’s sick room, and every per- 
son supposed to have any information is 
eagerly questioned. The attempt to make 
it appear that Gen. Sheridan is only “‘a lit- 
tle under the weather” is still kept up by 
some of those who ought to know better, 
but it has been impossible to keep the 
critical condition of the General from the 
public.

The sub-committee of the Finance Com- 
mittee of the Senate, which is to fix up a 
tariff programme for the Republican Sena- 


tors, in case the House sends over the pend- 
ing Tariff bill, gotjtogetherfto-day and began 
work with an informal discussion of the 
general subject. There was_ substantial 
agreement in the view that the existing 
customs laws could stand a good deal of 
revision without harm, especially in their 
administrative features, and some of the 
members regarded the talk as indicating 
that propositions looking to revision of 
tariff law methods might receive Senatorial 
support, During the meeting the suggestion 
was made that the substantial features 
of the pending Undervaiuation bill 
would be appropriate amendments to put 
upon such a general tariff measure as_ that 
under consideration in the House, and the 
idea met with considerable favor. It was 
taken for granted, however, that Republic- 
ans and’ Democrats would not agree any 
better in the Senate than in the House 
when it came to making changesin the 
tariff schedules, and harmony on that sub- 
ject was not looked for. The sub-committee 
does not expect to decide just what shall be 
done in the way of schedule revision until 
it is known what the House will ask the 
Senate to do. It will gather up such 
material as it can, however, to _ 
the committee in shape quickly to lay 
down a programme when the Tariff bill is 
received from the House. It was noticed 
that the members of the Senate committee 
talked as if they expected the Ways and 
Means Committee’s bill to be passed in the 
House. The friends of the measure at that 
end of the Capitol believe this expectation 
is well founded. The Democrats believe 
that after throwing out every vote that is 
at all doubtful, the bill will have at least 
164 votes, while other conservative es- 
timates place the figure several votes 
higher. 
se 

Another day has been wasted by the 
Senate in a fruitless effort to decide the 
question of public or secret consideration 


of the fishery treaty. The Democratic 
Senators, under Mr. Morgan’s leadership, 
continued the filibustering tactics, and an 
adjournment over to Monday was finally 
taken without any progressto report. ‘The 
death of ‘Mrs. Sawyer will keep the senior 
Wisconsin Senator away for several days. 
Before he returns Mr. Stanford expects to 
be on his way to Europe. The Republicans, 
under these circumstances, do not see how 
they can muster more than 38 of their 39 
Senators during the rest of the session. It 
requires 39 for a constitutional quorum of 
the Senate. The Democratic Senators have 
it in their power, therefore, by standing 
together to prevent any action upon the 
treaty. Some of them declare that this 
power will be exercised so long as the Re- 
publicans stand out for open consideration 
of the treaty. py 
* 

The Zalinski Dynamite Gun Company 
early this session suggested to the House 
Military Committee that an appropriation 


of $4,000,000 be made to purchase their 
guns forthe use of the;army. ‘The com- 
mittee referred the matter to the Secretary 
of War, who replied that in his judgment it 
would be advisable to make only a small 
appropriation for the purchase of dynamite 
guns, leaving the amount of future appro- 
priations to be determined after an oppor- 
tunity had been afforded to test their adapt- 
ability to army uses. ‘lhe committee has 
requested the Secretary to frame a section 
for the Army bill appropriating $500,000 
for the purchase of dynamite guns, under 
sich conditions as he may prescribe, and 
for experiments with high explosives.

Cummings had little to do beyond using 
thé gavel to inform each speaker when his 
time was up. He was, however, prepared 
for any emergency, and was so successful in 
keeping the House in order that he may 
fairly expect to be again selected for an 
honor which rarely falls to a member who 
is serving his first term. 


The House Committee on Pacific Rail- 
roads to-day began the consideration of the 
case of the Central Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany, adopting as the basis for its action 
the bill for the settlement of the company’s 
debt proposed by the Pacific Railroad Com- 
mission, which will be amended to meet the 
views of the committee as the discussion 
of details proceeds. Some _ reiuctance 
was manifested by several members of the

LAYING OF THE CORNERSTONE OF A 
MONUMENT TO THEIR MEMORY. 
JACKSON, Miss., May 25.—There was an 
immense crowd at Mississippi’s capital to-day, 
people from all the country around coming in 
on special trains. A dozen companies of the State 
National Guard had arrived and camped in the 
State House grounds the night before. This 
morning they paraded and passed in review be 
fore Gov. Lowrey’s mansion and saluted Miss 
Winnie Davis, the daughter of the Confederacy. 
The purpose of this demonstration was the lay- 


ing of the eornerstone of the monument 
in honor of Mississippi’s sons who per- 
ished in the war, which is to be 
erected by pepular contribution, the last 
Legislature having refused to give acent for 
the purpose. The line of march was formed at 
noon, composed of the State military under Gen. 
Henry, the Confederate divisions under Lieut.- 
Gen. Stephen D. Lee, the Masonic bodies, the 
Governor and Mayor, and State and city officers, 
and moved from the City Hall to the State 
House where the exercises were held. The great 
crowd came to gaze on their old chieftain Jeffer- 
son Davis, but his bad bealth precluded his com- 
ing. In his stead came his lovely daughter, to 
whom all paid their respects, Inciuding hun- 
dreds of Northern visitors. 

Gen. Lee presided at the meeting and the ora- 
tion was delivered by Congressman Charles E. 
Hooker of Jackson in most eloquent terms. 
The stone was laid by the officers of 
the Grand Lodge of Masons in due and 
ancient form. Col. Hooker in conclusion 
presented Miss Winnie Davis a Masonic 
silver crown, to be by her presented to 
ner father, who celebrates his eightieth birth- 
day on the 3d of next month. There was a 
parade of the eight State military companies, 
ineluding the Vieksburg Southrons and the Jeff 
Davis Vindicators of West Polit, under Gen. 
Henry, and a ball at night completed the festiv- 
ities. 

A noticeable feature of the occasion was the 
attendance of some 20 veterans of the Mexican 
war, mostly of the old First Mississippi, who 
had come hoping to greet their old commander 
ere for the last time, and who were sorely 
Saree that he was too weak te be with 
them.

THE LAW HAD NEVER BEEN REPEALED. 

Err, Penn., May 25.--The trial of Philip 
Stein, the shoomaker from Rochester, N. Y., for 
the brutal murder of William Jones, proprietor 
of the St. Cloud Hotel, closed to-day with a ver- 
diet of murder in the second degree. Stein was 
arrested at Auburn, N. Y., where he had previ- 
ously “done” 12 years’ time for high crimes. 
He was tried this week for crushing in the skull 


of the man who had taken him in out of the 
frost and had fed him. Stein was without money 
and was desperate. One evening he found 
Jones alone, and crushed in the top of his head 
with anice pick. While Jones lay quivering in 
his life blood Stein took a wallet contaning $60 
from Jones’s pocket, and turning out the lights 
fled to Auburn. The defense offered no evidence 
whatever. € 

At the close of the case counsel for the de- 
fense demanded the right to open and close the 
argument in’ the case, thereby compelling the 
Commonwealth to give them (the defense) the 
first impression and get the last word with the 
jury. Such a departure from the practice of the 
Oyer and Terminer Court created a sensation. 
The counsel for the defense laid their claims 
upon the common lawin a case tried over 50 
years ago. There was no Supreme Court decis- 
ion or statute law to repeal the English law, and 
the court had no alternative and the Common- 
wealth was handicapped. This had much to do 
with Stein’s escape from the first degree. He is 
now acfiant and demands a new trial. 
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THE NEW MISSISSIPPI BRIDGE. 
MeEmMpPHIS, Tenn., May 25.—The Board of 
Engineers appointed by the Government to de- 
termine the height, span, and site of the bridge 
to be built over the Mississippi River at this 
point concluded its labors this afternoon and 
wiil make its report to-morrow. Several promi- 


nent steamboat men appeared before the board 
to-day and gave their views as to the height 
and span ef the bridge necessary to prevent its 
interfering with navigation. Thay claim that 
the span should be near the Memphis shore and 
at least 1,000 feet and be 85 feet above high 
water mark. It is thought that the board will 
recommend that the request of the steamboat 
men be granted.

IT ALMOST DROWNS THE VOICES OF 
THE CHORUS AND OF THE SOLOISTS. 
Cinomnnati, Ohio, May 25.—The fifth 

eoncert of the centennial festival was given to- 

night to another great audience. The chairs, 
except in the upper gallery, were all filled, and 
there were many standing, ladies as well as gen- 
tlemen. It was regarded as a notable night in 
the series. The entire evening was taken up 
with the presentation of Rubinstein’s “ Paradiso 

Lost.” The soloists were Lloyd, Whitney, Stod- 

dard, Valds, Mme. Vaida, Miss Hitlich, and 

Miss Cranch. The organ was brought into use 

with the chorus and orchestra. Mr. Lloyd grows 

in favor with each appearance. To-night he had 

&mostappreciative audience from the first, and 

throughout the long programme, in which his 

was the principal part, his hearers showed no 
flagging of interest in his magnificentrendering. 

He had his greatest triumph in the lines 

“By the grace of God.” The applause 

was 80 prolonged as to bring him to the 

front four times to bow his acknowledgments. 

Mr. Whitney had his usual warm reception, and 


Mr. Stoddard appeared te much better advan- 
tage than on any previous occasion. The work ef 
the chorus was an important part, and the or- 
chestra did its fullshare. 

The unstinted praise of the work of the or- 
chestra which was heard on all sides during the 
earlier concerts and became wildly enthusiastic 
at yesterday’s matinée was wanting last night, 
except when reference was made to the 
symphony, and to-day open criticism 
is heard. The complaint was not as_ to 
the capacity of Mr. Thomas’s matchless 
organization, but to the disposition Mr. Thomas 
has shown, especially last night and in a less 
degree to-night, to drown out the other parts 
with the orchestra. This merning’s papers 
hinted at it; the afternoon papers com- 
ment freely regarding it, and the great 
chorus have spoken impatientiy to-day, 
and many of its members harshly, 
of Mr. Thomas’s action. They say their singing 
was made a mere accompaniment of the orches- 
tra, and express the liveliest sympathy for the 
soloists, especially Mr. Stoddard, for the indif- 
ference which was shown to the part assigned 
them. The criticism has not risen to the point of 
saying that Mr. Thomas wilfully subordinated the 
other parts to the orchestra. It is believed 
that he has the interest of the festival at heart, 
and that he 1s too much of a musician to desire 
to dominate the orchestra over all, but this, it is 
held, does not exeuse him from the complaint 
made. 

The great moderation of the orchestra parts 
to-night, while not sufiicieat to stop all oriti- 
cisms, served to materially cheek it. 


THE OCOLEMAN FAILURE. 


THE ASSIGNEES EXPLAIN THE STATE- 
MENT OF ASSETS AND LIABILITIES. 
San Francisco, May 25.—Messrs. Baker 

& Sloss, Assignees of W. T. Coleman & Co., have 

been placed in anunpleasant position by the 

publication that the statement of assets 
and liabilities submitted yesterday was 
made by them instead of the as- 

signor, “ The trouble,” said L. L. 

Baker, “is that the inventory shows 

that the assets exceed the liabilities by $600,- 

000, and if the creditors are led to understand 

that the values were estimated by the assigneés 

they might come down on us and demand 106 

cents on every dollar of indebtednes. At 

present we are unable to say or what, basis 

& settlement can be made. Tho 

statements of assets and abilities 

published yesterday are those of Mr. Coleman. 
who placed the values on the assets, and we 


have as yet had no opportunity to examine into 
them. Having the statement, we are now 
prepared to examine into the values 
of the assets, but it will require weeks 
to arrive at any accurate conclusion, 
[have no doubt that the values placed upon 
his assets by Mr. Coleman are as nearly correct 
ashe could make them, but you know when 
people have anything to sell, the buy- 
ers are inclined to purchase as cheaply 
as possible, especially when the sale 
is forced. If any trouble arises it will be due to 
this fact. At present no idea can be formed of 
what can be realized upon the assets, as they 
are scattered over half the civilized world, 
We will have to prepare our statement 
to the creditors, after which {some propo- 
sition will be made for a settlement. In 
my opinion the suggestion made by Mr. 
Sloss, that the creditors should turn everything 
over to William T. Coleman & Co. and allow 
them to pay off their indebtedness in 10 per 
cent. installments is a good one. 

Louis Sloss made a statement similar to that 
of Mr. Baker, and said that if no satisfactory ar- 
rangements could be made with the creditors 
the Assignees would have to sell the assets for 
what they would bring. 
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HERE’S A LESSON FOR NEW-YORK. 

NEW-ORLEANS, May 25.—Gen. Beaure- 
gard hag determined to withhold for the pres- 
ent his resignation of the Commissionership of 
Public Works, notwithstanding the slight put 
upon him by the City Council, and meantime 
lend all the resources within his reach to the 
proper cleaning of “the city for the Summer. 
The City Council not having made a suflicient 
appropriation therefor, he has called upon the 
public-spirited citizens to raise $40,000 by 
subscription, to be expended by a eom- 
mission of citizens, and has himself sub- 
scribed $100.

GOV. HILL GIVES POINTS 


THE HEARING ON THE BALLOT 
REFORM BILL. 

IT EVIDENTLY DOESN’T STAND MUCH OF 
A CHANCE-—THE HEARING ON THE 
BROOKLYN BRIDGE TRUSTEE BILL. 

ALBANY, May 25.—Gov. Hill showed con- 
siderable interest in the subject of ballot reform 
by asking numberless questions abont its pre- 
visions and their probable effect atthe hearing 
given by him to-day upon the Saxton bill. Tam- 
many dispatched two ef its lawyers—T. C. T. 
Crain and President George H. Forster of the 
Board of Aldermen—to argue against 
it. None of the members o& tha 
committee appointed by the Reform 
Club of New-York appeared. Assemblyman 
Saxton made an excellent argument for the bill. 
Those fragments of the late United Labor Party 
—Henry George, Dr. McGlynn, John McMackin 
and Peter R. Galens—collected in the Executive 
Chamber to give it their support. Dr. McGlynn 
shook hands with his old partner, Mr. George, 
when he found himself about to take a seat be 
side him in front of the Governor. The Gov- 
ernor recegnized the doctor and gave hima 
cordial greeting. 

The Governor having signified a desire to heai 
the opposition first, Mr. Crain began his argu 
ment. He would not, he said, dispute the 
motives of those who drew the bull, for he be 
lieued them to be worthy. At the same timé 
he believed their measure would  inilic’ 
greater evils than those now complained of. His 
first criticism was against the legal recognitioz 
of political parties involved in the measure 
The compulsory secrecy which it imposes wat 
against the policy of the law. Indeed, theré 
was no good reason for this secrecy. The bill 
was defective inthat if makes no provision for 
the death or resignation of candidates. Ths 
system which it proposes was complicat ed and 
expensive. Frauds, it was true, might be com- 
mitted in the distribution of ballots outside 


polling places, but this bill substituted » 
danger even greater because more diflicult 
to reach, that of frands inside polling places 
by inspeetors and slerks. The twenty-sixt? 
section enabled the voter to'secure a new ballot 
for one which he might spoil, provided he coula 
satisfy the ballot clerks that Le had not inten- 
tionally spoiled it. It might prove very difficult 
to satisfy these men. 

“ And suppose there should be a division be- 
tween the ballot clerks on this point?’ inquired 
the Governor, with an acqaiescent aod. 

**Yes, there might be on account of their dif- 
ference of political faith,’ replied Mr. Crain, 
catching his cue. ‘‘The law provides no romedy, 
and the voter might lose his vote in conseé- 
quence.” 

It seeined to Mr. Crain asif the evils sought 
to be remedied could be remedied by aome 
simple, plain law, but just what he did not 
indicate. 

Mr. Saxton spoke with,emphasis of the exist- 
ing practices of bribing and bulidozing voters. 
They were, he insisted, conspicuous features 
of our elections. The eagerness with which 
thia bill had been seized upon by the public 
was proof of its recognition of astate of affairs 
that ought to be corrected. The fact had got te 
be recognized that the number of men who are 
willing to sell their votes is increasing ail over 
the State, and something now has got to be 
dons to stop it. An essential feature of this bill 
was thata responsible person shouid provide 
printed ballots. The State regulates the form 
of ballots, the type with which they are tv 
be printed,‘and the kind of paper to be used, and 
up to this time it had overlooked the one impor- 
tant point—of getting those ballots into the 
hands of voters. The objection of Mr. Craiu 
relative to the recognition of political parties 
was met by the fact that the State assumes to 
regulate political primaries. 

“What have you to say about that point 
relative to the death or resignation of a Gandi- 
date?’ inquired the Governor. 

**T suppose ifour committee had been gifted 
with the wisdom of ali the crities of this bill we 
might have drafted a perfeot bili. But the 
death or resignation of a candidate is 
a@ remote contingency. The point has 
some force, but not enough to im- 
pair. the value of the bill. The bill, 
even if you sign it, will not go into effect until 
January next, and any defects it may possess 
can all be remedied by the moxt Legislature. 
Place this upon the statute book and you 
insure the very closest scrutiny of its 
provisions and secure any needed correc- 
tions before it goes into operation. It seems 
to me that it is far better to leave to men wilco 
are sworn todo their duty this distribution of 
ballots than to leave it to the heelers and 
workers outside the polling places. These 
latter are mors likely to distribute bogus ballots 
than the sworn oflicers of thy law. The objec- 
tion that voters will consume a groat deal 
of time in marking their ballots and so interfere 
with polling the full vote of a precinct has na 
special force. The presumption is that every 
voter will consums no more time tham/jis ac- 
tually necessary to mark his baliota.” 

Mr. Forster insisted that 95 per cent. of the 
New-York voters carry their ballots to the polis 
with them. If it was desired to prevent the 
levying of assessments upon candidates, the 
simplest and best way would be to pass a law 
prohibiting the practice. He deolared that a 
law like this would disfranchise ({tal- 
ians, French, and other foreigners 108 
familiar with the English language. They 
would be left to the mercies of ths 
inspectors and ballot clerks. These men might 
misguide veters or misdirect them in the mark-~ 
ing of their ballots. This was a great tempta- 
tion to place in the way ef these officers. The 
proposed system was too expensive. Besides, 
what guarantee was there that Chief O’Brien of 
the New-York Election Bureau would not omit 
the name of some Democratic candidate for an 
important office? His offense would simply bea 
misdemeanor, punishable after the slection was 
over and the fruits of his crime had been gath- 
ered. 

‘What section is thatin?” inquired the Gov- 
ernor. 

Mr. Forster pointed out Section 31, and then 
went on to show that many errorsin the mark- 
ing of ballots would naturally follow the adop- 
tion of such a system and the effect would be to 
disfranchise voters, for their baliots would have 
to be thrown out. The poorly-educated would 
sulfer in that event. 

Henry George declared that this reform of the 
ballot was the greatest possible reform that 
could be proposed. 

“Do you mean land reform?’ asked the Gov- 
ernor. 

“ Yes, land reform and reform of the public 
morals,” was the reply. Mr. George pointed out 
the fact that in New-York City the assessmerta 
levied upon candidates are almost apd in many 
instanees fully the equivalent of the emoluments 
of the offices to which they are elected. 
The existing systems of election render it 
almest impossible for a poor man to be 
a candidate for an office. One hundred—yes, 
one thousand, ballots were new printed where 
one would be necessary under a law like this. 
All parties should be placed on an equality se 
far as the distribution of ballots was concerned. 
The system of elections established in Great 
Britain, some of whose features were found in 
this bill, made it possible for the erection of 
the Nationalist Party in Ireiand, where land-~- 
lords nad held their tenants in absolute subjec- 
tion for years. He had, during his trip through 
the State last Fall, discussed this idea of ballot 
reform with men of every shade of political opin- 
ion,and they had all approved it. his bill could 
not be said to be partisan because men of all par 
ties favored its principles. 

Rebert H. Shannon of New-York cited the ac- 
tion of the Reform Club in approving the bilL 
He referred the Governor to a little book of Mr. 
Ivins showing the corruption prevalent in ma- 
chine politics, but the Governor, for reasons un- 
necessary to mention, will never read any work 
of that particular author. 

Dr. McGlynn told the Governor that the 
reformation of the ballot was one of the prinei- 
ples contended for by the Unitea Labor Party— 
@ party which, he said, was a poor man’s party 
containing poor but honest men. The corrup- 
tion existing in the large cities was notorious. 
The poor were tempted by their necessities to 
dispose of their votes, and it became the duty of 
the State to proteot them against temptation. 
He scouted the idea advanced by Mr. Forster 
that the men intrusted with executing sucha 
law would betray their trust. All human truss 
must be placed in human hands, and 
any man who committed so monstrous a 
fraud as that suggested by Mr. Forster in the 
management of the Election Bureau would find 
the city too hot tohold him. There must be & 
remedy for abuses of the ballot. If redress did 
not some peacefully it would by violence, 
and he was a good citizen who did all in hia 
power to bring it about peacefully. 

The doctor introduced Michael Clark, an in- 
telligent man who has witnessed the working? 
of the English system, and who explained them 
in answer to the Governor's questions. He cor- 
rected one erroneous impression of the Govern- 
or’s when be said that in the elections for schooi 
boards, not merely two or three names 
are printed on the ballots, but as many as 30 
and ever 40. The Governor was also under the 
impression that the names of all the candidates 
oS ee this bill to be printed on 
one ballot, and he asked with a smile how 
long such a ballot would have to be, 
to which Mr. Saxton re that the 
ballots would be printed as they are now, one 
set for Congressmen, another for Senators, 
another for Assemblymen, and so on, The

ting. He pointed out the provision pro- 
bi oneering within 100 = feet 
of ng places and asked whether 
that would prohibit the practice in 
the event of the polling place being next door to 
a store or ahotel. He criticized that section rela- 
tive to the admission of persons behind the 
boxes, insisting that the bill ought to have 
stated ex erase J that none but officials should 
have that; privilege. 

The history of the bill he was muoh interested 
in. From his ‘inquiries it was evident that he 
half suspected that the Republicans of the Lea- 
islature had dovetailed upon the bill originally 
drafted by the Commonwealth and City Reform 
Clubs something that would give their party a 
decided advantage. 

The hearing concluded with a Geclaration by 
Nelson J. Waterbury that an opinion drawn by 
several distinguished lawyers would be handed 
the Governor, showing the uticonstitutionality of 
the bill, seotions 2 and 5 of Articlé 2 being fes- 
pecially violated. There is little hope of this 
bill becoming a law. 

The hearing upon the Cantor bill placing the 
Normal College of the City of New-York upon 
the same footing as the Boys’ College of that 
city attracted a large number of New- Yorkers 
who are interested in edueational matters. The 
President of the Boatd of Education, J. Edward 
Simmons, told the Governor that his board was 
divided in opinion upon it, 11 members having 
voted in its favor and 9 agains 
it. He himself favored it so did a 
latgo number of ladies present, as the 
Governor ascertained before the hearing 
had progressed very far. They inciuded Mra, E. 
KE. Williams, Chairman of a committee of the 
Alumnz composed of Misses A. J. Conant, Nina 
Goldsmith, M. H. Barnett, and Edith Palmer; 
Miss Merrill, Chairman of a committes 
of teacliers of the college eomposed 
of hiisses _ Woods, Merrington, Reques, 
and Boese. Their arguments were presented by 
Miss Boese, Miss Merrill, and Mrs. Williams, 
ali of whom urged the necessity of placing xirls 
upon the same educational footing as boys, and 
of clevating the standard of education in the 
college. ’ 

Against the bill were these: School Commis- 
sioners Mra. Agnew, Miss Dodge. and Mr, 
Schmidt, and Assistant Corporation Counsel 
Frank Scott. Mr. Séo0tt explained that the 
mandatory nature of the bill was tho chief 
objection raised by the Mayor’s Cabinet. Sena- 
tor Cantor and James R. Davies came to Albauy 
with the delegation to use their influence for the 
bill. 

In the hearing upon the Burns bill relating to 
the Suburban Rapid Transit Railway the Gov- 
eruor broadly intimates that he shouid sign it. 

Mayor Chapin and Corporation Counsel Jenks 
argued for the bill reorganizing the bridge 
Trustees and De Lancey Nicoll in behalf of the 
Real Estate Exchange spoke against it. 

The following petition on this subject was 
presented to the Governor by the Brooklya 
Citizens and Property Owners’ Association of 
Brooklyn: 

Jo the Hon. David B. Hill, Gavernor of the State of 
New-York: 

Sik: The undersigned, oilicers of the Brooklyn 
Citizens and Property Owners’ Association, re- 
spectfuily potition that the bill to reorganize the 
Trastees cf the Brooklyn Bridge may receive your 
Executive approval. his association represents 
20,000 property owners, residents of the oity of 
Brooklyn, who have been drawn together and asse- 
elated fur united action by questions relating 
to the bridge which have been thrust before the 
pevpis and taxpayers by the present management. 

We have stated the origin of this association—not 
tor the purpose of bringing to the Executive of the 
State any of those questions or controversies, but 
for the purpose of properly showing the large inter- 
est iu the work eid developinent of the New-York 
and Brooklyn Bridgs felt by the citizens of Brook- 
lyn, and thé special attention given to it by the citi- 
zens and tax-paying owners who belong to this as- 
sociation. We believe itis almost the unanimous 
opinion of the citizens of Brooklyn that the bridge 
management should be changed by reducing the 
number of Trustees and so concentrating authority 
that the management may be made more directiy 
responsible to the interests and wishes of the resi- 
dents of the cities that own the bridge. 

The bill now before you, we are advised, has been 
prepared by or received the direct sanction of the 
Mayors of those two Cities; we believe that it is a 
wise nieasure, properiy respousive to the needs and 
wishes of the large communities directly and vitally 
interested. ’ 

We therefore respectfully petition that it may re- 
esive your Executive approval.

A WHOLE FAMILY MURDERED. 


AN OLD MAN, HIS WIFE, AND TWO 
GRANDCHILDREN THE VICTIMS. 

Viroqua, Wis., May 25.—Reuben Drake, 
his wife, and two grandchildren, children of 
James Dupee, were murdered iast night in the 
townofKickapos. Drakeand his wife were about 
60 years old and lived on a well-cultivated farm, 
four and one haif miies from the village of 
Readatown and about 15 miles from Viroqua. 
The grandchildren, whe lived but a few miles 
away, were visiting the old folks. This morn- 
ing a neighbor had occasion to go to 
Drake’s house on an errand, and tpon 
entering tle open door a fearful sight 
met his gaze. Drake and his wife 


jay near ohne another upon the floor, face down- 
ward, with gaping gunshot wuunds in their 
heade. Both had evidently beeu dead for ssv- 
eralhours, On the bed in an adjoining room lay 
the little children, aged respectively 5 ani 6, 
with their throats cut. One of the little ones 
was living when discovered, but was too far 
gone to give any avcount of the tragedy. Be- 
fore medical aid could be obtained the child died. 

The alarm was quickly given and soon ail the 
people of the aparsely-settied neighbourhood ar- 
rived at the farm. The house was ransacked 
and the furniture overturned, showing that the 
perpetrators had searched for money and val- 
unbies. Eresh foo:prints were found leading to 
aud from the house, but they were lost in the 
highway. The nearest neighbor's wife says that 
about 11 o’clock last night sie heard three shots 
fired in the direction of the Drake house, but 
thinking it was some belated sportsman, gave 
the matter no attention. Another Woman meta 
stranger on the highway just after dusk last 
night who avoided her and turned into the 
brush. : 

itis probable that the crime was committed 
by some one living near who knew of some pon- 
sion money which Drake had secured about o 
month ago. Drake and his wife were woall-to- 
do and intelligent people, and bad lived on their 
farm for 40 years.

WON BY MAJOR PICKETT 


A GALLANT FIGHT FOR THE 
GRAND NALIONAL. 

THE GREAT EASTERN STEEPLECHASE 
AND OTHER EVENTS AT CEDARHURST 
YESTERDAY. 

The rainy weather which has so affected 
the attendance at the races this Spring did not 
deter 3,000 persons from going down to Cedar- 
huret yesterday to see the big eventof the Rock- 
away Steeplechase Association, the running of 
the Cedarhurst Grand National. Had the day 
been pleasant that number would have been 
doubled, as thete were no racés by the Conéy 
Island Jockey Club and the racing interest of 
the day centred at the turf races antung thé 
cedars. The wind was inthe eastand blew a 
light rain at times even into the faces of the 
occupants of the grand stand, butin thé excite- 
meéut of the races it Was barely noticed. 

Prettier rainy day races it would be difficult 
to find, and even the heavy losers could not but 
admit that the running was excellent. The fa- 
vorites were nowhere. Turk, in the race for 
the Meadow Brook Hunt Cup, was the only one 
of the favorites to win, aid he had only Tasso 
and Tenfellow to beat, Jtudicious handling 
until thé last by Lynch Won the race for the bay 


gelding. The rain bad not been sufliciently 
heavy tocutup the turf, and as a result there 
were few falls in the hurdle races, fair time was 
made, and the jockeys came out of the contests 
with as spotless raiment as when they went In. 

The running of the Grand National for the 
$2,500 purse excited the greatest interest, and 
when the horses passed in parade before the 
grand stand prior to the contest the entire as- 
semblage watched them. At the close Major 
Pickett and his rider were greeted with a big 
round of applause. It was a hard-fought race 
aud profitable to the Major’s backers: He won 
by careful riding and his tough staying powers. 

The first contest of the day Was a handicap 
fiat race of a mile and a quarter. Mentor, The 
Colonel, Chanticleer, Annis Clare, and Jim 
Murphy started, ridden by gentlemen riders 
Pelham, Kernochan, Lewis, Rossmore, and 
Keene. The sporting men seemed to favor 
Jim Murphy, with The Colonel second and Chan- 
ticleer third. The auction pools sold: Jipi 
Murphy, $25; The Colone}, $12; fiela, $10. It 
was nearly half an hour after the judges, 
Messrs. A. Belmont, A. C. Post, Jr., and A. OC, 
Potter, took thelr places before the horses got 
off. This was largely owing to a detormined 
effort on the part of Annie Clare to run the 
wrong way. ‘he refractory young lady was 
finally persuaded to keep compary with the 
others, and 4 fairly good start was mado with 
Chanticleer in tront, closely followed by Jim 
Murphy and The Colonel. Atthe Cheever Cot- 
tage Jim Murphy was iu the lead for a 
short time, whén Mentor passed him, held first 
piace to the finish, and won, Jim Murphy being 
a couple of lengths behind, and Chanticleer 
back fully eight lengths. Annie Clare had bolt- 
ei and fallen way in therear, while The Colonel 
had also been pulled up. The time was 2:24%. 
Mutuals paid $54 65, straight, and $17 50 place 
for Mentor; Jim Murphy, place, $790. Mr. 
Lewis, who rode Chanticleer, elaimed that Mr. 
Keene had fouled him, but it was not allowed. 

An open flat race of a mile for a purse of $500 
calied out eight starters—Poet, Diable, True- 
born, Neptunus, Monte Christo, McKeuzie, 
Winona, and YVelyét. Post was ai decided 
favorite, selling in the auction pools for 
$130, with Neptunus next at $70, Monte Christo 
$50, andthe field $30. They were got away 
with little trouble, [rueborn having a bit the 
best of the start, a position that was soon sur- 
rendéred to McKenzie. The borses were very 
cluse together and made a pretty sight as they 
rushed in a bunch past the stand. Poet was 
pushing McKenzie well and gained the lead un- 
der the cédars. He retained it till the home 
stretch, when he fell back, while Chandler 
whipped up Monte Christo, who dashed ahead, 
winhing by half a length to the front of Nep- 
tunus, Velvet third, and Diable fourth, Time— 
1:51. Mutuals paid straight $31 75, place 
$11 60, and Neptunus gained $9 55 for his 
place backers. 

The third contest was a polo pony handicap, 
about five furlongs on the flat, uw handicap 
sweepstakes of $25 each. The entries were: 
De De, Little Rascal, ,.Roulette, Wild Tom, 
Anita, Bobby, and Buckshot. Atita sold in the 
auction pools tor $100, Buckshot $50, Roulette 
$25, and the field $20. ‘The fall of the yel- 
low flag sent Buckshot away with the lead, but 
the others Glustered about bim like currants on 
astem. Wild Tom made for the front with rapid 
strides and obtainedit. Reulette early in the 
race bolted and tried conclusions with the fence. 
Wilda Tom maintained his lead till the last turn, 
when Buckshot jumped to the front, and won 
the race by a neck. Little Rasval was third, 
some five lengths behind, and Anita, Bobby, and 
De De followedin order, Time, 1:13. The mu- 
tuals paid: Straight, $19; place, $10 30, and 
Wild Tom for place, $22 35. 

The auction pools sold lively for the Cedar- 
hurst Grand National, and there was a good deal 
of money put up on the race. Ten starters ap- 
peared to tight forthe purse. They were: H. J. 
Morris’s Warrington, jockey Mr. Morris, weight 
171 pounds; W. C. Daly’s Jim McGowan, Mr. 
Post, 165 pounds; R. MeBride’s Major Pickett, 
Mr. Mara, 165 pounds; J. ‘i. Willlams’s Bob 
Miles, Mr. Cross, 164 pounds; C. Moouey’s Bas 
sanio, Mr. Rielly, 159 pounds; J. P. Dawes’s 
Charlemagne, Mr. Pope, 152 pounds; M. T. 
Danaher’s Killarney, Mr. Downing, 147 
peunds; Queens County Stable’s Monte 
Christo, Mr, J. Kenney, 145 £zpounds; 
N,. G. Lorillard’s Retribution, Mr. Kernoohan,145 
pounds, Hempstead Stabie’s,Mystic,Mr. Scanlon, 
142 pounds. The race was about four miles 
in length with 25 jumps. It was an open handi- 
cap steepleeliase fur a purse of $2,500, second 
to reeesive $500, and third $200, out of the 
purse. Warrington was the favorite at the pool 
stand, the auctions selling him at $110, Bob 
Miles, $55; Major Pickett, $50; Bassanio, $30; 
Jim McGowan, $10, and field $25. 

The start wasa good one anit the horses ap- 
proached the first jump under careful guidance, 
all being heid back. Mystic was at the head, 
with Jim McGowan and Bassanio next. Mystic 
was let out a little, and gained a lead of several 
lengths. In the meantime Warrington, Major 
Pickett, and Bob Miles took turns as to hoiding 
scvond place. Mystic, however, kept up in the 
lead, clearing hurdle after hurdle in graceful 
style. Bob Miles was making a good run, but 
aiter covering three miles lost heart and finally 
bolted, and was out of the race. Retribution 
was the only lorse to fall overa hedge. The ex- 
citement came at the last mile. Major Pictett, 
Monte Cristo, and Jim McGowan began to close 
in on Mystic aud then went ahead, A rush was 
made down the home stretch, Major Pickett 
crossing the liné a winner in 7:21, with Monte 
Cristo glose behind and Jim McGowan third. 
Mystic was fourth and Bassanio, Killarney, 
Charlemagne, Falconer, and Warrington in their 
order. Mutuals paid, straight, $20 45; place, 
$13 65, and Monte Cristo, place, $33 90. The 
excellent work of Monte Cristo was & surprise 
to many, who did not think his staying powers 
would last in such & long race. 

The Meadow Brock Hunt Cup, a three-mile 
steeplechase, brought out the New-York Stable’s 
Turk, ridden by Lynch; J. L. Kernochun’s Tasso, 
ridden by owner, and J. P, Dawea’s Tenfellow, 
with Mr. Owensup.

ENTHUSIASTIC GATHERING 
ACADEMY OF MUSIC. 

Ireland’s catiss néver received a livelier 
indorsemeut than was given it last evening at 
the Academy of Music. A crowd which filled 
the seats to the topmost rew of the topmost gal- 
lery, the platform, and nearly every aisle, 
shouted and cheered, groaned and hissed as 
only Irishmen ean. They cheered for Ireland 
tor Gladstone, for Parnell, and for wresident 
Cleveland and for Depew. They groaned with 
gruesome and blood-curdling groans at every 
mention of Mr. Chamberlain, and they hissed 
with a vim when Judge Davis dragged into his 
speech a denunciation of Mayor Hewitt’s order 
about the flags, 

The gause of all this excitement was the re- 
ception of Sir Thomas Henry Gratton Esmonde, 
who is about to return to Ireland after an 
eight months’ visit to this country. The 
Academy was handsomely decorated with Irish 
and American flags, which were hung in featoons 
in front of the balconies and boxes. All the

“To John Fitzgorald, the President of the Na- 
tional League of America,” he said, “ Ireland 
owes much, and [ feel the deepest 
indebtedness to him.” In conelusion, he 
assured his vast audievce that ‘“ we in Ireland 
will leave no opportunity untried, no chance 
neglected to gain home rule for Ireland, and I 
believe that before many years shail have 

assed an frish Parliament will be sitting in 

Jublin.” 

Gov. Green of New-Jersey, Gov. Lounsbury of 
Connecticut, and Gov. Biggs of Delaware were 
the next speakers, and they vied with each 
other iu their devotion to Ireland and their rg- 
gret that vo Irish blood flowed in their veins. It 
was a prize declamation, and,in the opinion of 
all candid men, Gov. Biggs carried off the prize. 
_ After Mr. Dana of the Sun had spoken ex- 
Judge Noah Davis moved the adoption of the 
resolutions. They declared thatthe people of 
America with substantially perfect unanimity are 
in deep and earnest sympathy with the Irish peo- 
ny in their struggle for home rule through legis- 
ative independence; that the policy of coercion, 
asnow exercised by the Tory Government in 
Ireland, is repugnant to the spirit of the ageand 
at War with Christian civilization; that, if it 
temporarily triumphs, it can never achieve per- 
mauent success Over a proud-spirited and liber- 
ty-loving people; that the cause of Ireland 
presents no question of creed, or 
faith, Or race, but is one that touches 
our common humanity; that we believe the time 
is close at hand when the men of the sister lands 
of England, of Scotland, and of Wales will pro- 
claim witha voice that should electrify the 
earth, “ Ireland is our sister, and shall hence- 
forth be as free as ourselves.”” The resolutions 
also requested Sir Thomas Esmonde to bear to 
the people of [reland America’s sympathy with 
their cause. 

Judge Davis also made a speech in which he 
denounced Mr. Chamberlain and Mayor Hewitt 
roundly, saying that Mr. Chamberlain, during 
his visit here had never come in contact with 
the sound, sweet meat of the common 
American people, but only with the tainted 
meat at the top of society, most of the persons 
composing which are known as Anglomaniacs. 

The Rev. William Lloyd seconded the resolu- 
tions and they were adupted unanimously.

Enthusiasts claimed that, party 
strength considered, the present convention was 
more largely attended than either the Repub- 
lican or Democratic State Convention. Rain 
was falling, but it was aceepted as not out 
of harmony with a cold-water convention, 
The Rev. H. A. Thompson, President of 
Franklin College at Westerville, probably the 


most earnest prohibition town in Ohio, was 
chosen permanent Chairman. He mentioned in 
his speech on taking the chair that he presided 
Over the Prohibitionists 12 years ago. Their 
motto at that time was the Scriptural passage: 
“Pear not, little flock, it is your Father’s good 
Pleasure to give you the kingdom.” It is the 
anti-Prohibitionist, he said, who now need the 
consolation ** Fear not.” 

An invitation was extended to any in attend- 
ance of the original 18 who organized the Prohi- 
bition Party in this State in 1869 to take seats 
on the platforin., 

Thres appeared amid great cheering. Tho 
feature of Prohibition Conventions in this State 
is not the selection or candidates, for that is re- 
garied aS amiuor matter, but the deliberation 
upon the platform to be adopted. A Pronibi- 
tion Convention will fight till sundown over its 
platform, and return afresh te tho strife the 
next morning. The difference of opinion this 
year was us to the stand to be taken on the 
question of woman suffrage. There were 60 
ladies inthe convention urging most earnestly 
the adoption ef a woman suffrage resolution. 
They represented the Woman’s Christian Tem- 
perance Union, a powerful ally of the Prohibi- 
tion cause, and their demands could not be 
hightly rejected. The platform, as reported 
after a contention in committee that Kept thé 


convention waiting for some time, was aa tol- 
lows: 


First—The manufacture and sale of intoxicating 
liquors for beverage purposes is 4 crime supported 
by enormous organizations, which crime can bé 


overthrown only by a political party whose prime 
object is its destruction. 


Second—Ws are therefore determined on tho 
entire prohibition of the mantfacture, sale, impor- 
tation, exportation, and inter-State traffic in all 


intoxicating beverages by statutory enactment, 
faithfully enforced. 


_Third—We_ regard all legislation for taxing or 
licensing the liquor traffic as corrupting in influence 
and calculated only to perpetuate the tratiic, and we 


— regard local option as @ solution of the prob- 
ems. 


Fourth—Snuffrage wherein is citizenship should 
be subject to such restrictions only as may be neces- 
sary to protect the country from the inconipetent, 
ignorant, and the vicious. We therefore pledgé 
ours-ives to subinit an amendment to the Constita- 
tion in accordance with this principle. 

fFifith—The enactment and enforcement of laws 
for the enforcement of the civil Christian Sabbath 
are essential to the Mberty of the people and perpe- 
tuity of our institutions and the protection of the 
working classes. 

Sizih—We hold that the statesmanship required 
to deal with the questions growing out of the aboli- 
tion of the liquor traftic may be trusted with the 
various questions involving thé protection of labor 
and capital, traffic and trade. education and immi- 
gration. We remember the value of our soldiers and 
sailors in the late war. We remember them with 
gratitude and we favor generous pensions to those 
honorably discharged. 


Finally the following resolation was sub- 
mitted: 


We favor the submission of the quéstion of 
equal suffrage as well as all questions requiring 
amendment of the Constitution to the vote of the 
people. 

An effort was made to limit the debate on 
platform so that it should close at 2:30 
o'clock. This failed, and it was feared fora 
time that another day would be required to 
complete the work of the convention, but late 
in the afternoon the substitute was put to 
a vote and lost by a vote of 208 
to 235. The word “ignorant” was 
stricken out of the fourth resolution and the 
platform in that form was’ adopted. A resolu- 
tion Was passed making the prohibition of the 
liquor trattie the only question binding upon 
those supporting the Prohibition ticket. 

Water 8. Payne of Fostoria was nominated for 
Secretary of State and u. W. Penfield for Board 
of Public Works. Delegates at large to the 
National Convention were chosen, and the 
body adjourned amid considerable enthusiasm, 


HEARTILY FOR CLEVELAND. 

DENVER, Col., May 25.—The Democratic 
State Convention did not adjourn until after 
midnight. The following are the delegates: 
T. M. Patterson, A. HE. Ballard, Casimoro Barella, 
W. 8. Cockrell, J. N. Carlyle and T. B. Ryan. 
Resolutions were unanimously passed indorsing 
Cleveland’s Administration. This portion of the 
platform is as follows: 

“We cordially approve and applaud the Adminis- 
tration of President Cleveland in its effective at- 
tempts to restore prosperity to the couitry at large, 
to destroy all vestiges of sectionalism, to reclaim 
millions of acres otf public domain from railroads 
and other corporations claiming grants thereof 
from Republican Administrations and Congresses, to 
remove the last vestige of Ludian tribes in oar 
midst, to reducds the indebtedness by the ap- 
plication of the ‘Treasury surplus, to the 
cancellation of interest-bearing Government 
bouds, to the placing of limitations upon 
the irresponsible powers of monopulies which have 
been created and fostered by the Republican Party, 
to the alieviation of the condition of the labor- 
ing masses of the Nation, and to restoring to the 
Nation a navy which disappeared from the seas dar- 
ing Republican Administrations and which is neces- 
sary to inspire and Gomtand the respect due to the 
foremost Government of the sarth. 

“We heartily indorse the last message of President 
Cleveland and we believe that the interests of the 
people and the party demand his renomination.” 

Other portions of the platform denounce the 
levying of political assessments on office holders, 
favor speedy legislation to oppose trusts, de- 
mand immediate legislation to control the extor- 
tions and discrimination of railroads within the 
State, and declare in favor of the unlimited 
coinage of sliver on the same terms as sre now 
provided for the coinage of gold, and indorse the 
irish home rule movement.

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DR. ABBOTT OHOSEN PASTOR, 


—— 
PLYMOUTH OHUROH SELECTS HIM AS 
MR. BERCHER’S SUCCESSOR. 

Plymouth Church and Society last even- 
ing unanimously elected the Rev. Dr. Lyman 
Abbott Pastor to fill the vacancy caused by 
the death of Mr, Beecher. Assistant Pastor Hal- 
liday led a very insignificant element of oppoat- 
tion, but after the test vote of 400 to 60 one of 
the opponents moved tomaketheelection unani- 
mous, and the historical church was again 
sailing on waveless waters. 

In anticipation of the important event an- 
nounced to follow the regular Friday night 
prayer meeting the attendance of members and 
contributors was unusually large. After the 
prayer meeting the church meeting was or- 
ganized by the election of Deacon Tilney as 
Moderator. Deacon Shearman presented the 
report of the Advisury Committee, reeommend- 


ing Dr. Abbott as the nominee. The report 
stated that the committee had carefully ex- 
awined.a long list of ministers which did not 
contain the name of Dr. Abbott, and after 
weighing the candidates unanimously settled 
upon the editor of the CArislian Union as being 
best fitted for the vacancy. All but three of the 
thirty-five officers of the society were in favor 
of the choice. Since then letters indorsing it 
had been received from Augustus Storrs, R. T. 
Bush, and Prof. Raymoud. The report was re- 
ceived and adopted. 

Mr. Blair next moved that the enurch forth- 
with proceed to the election by ballot of a 
Pastor subject to the approval by the society. 
This was seconded, but before the question was 
put addresses were announced to be in order. 

Deacon White spoke fur 20 minutes in sup- 
port of Dr. Abbott. The Deacon said that 
members of the committee had traveled thou- 
sands of miles to hear ministers recommended 
for consideration. It was animpossibillty to fill 
Mr. Beecher’s place, but the church could get a 
man to carry forward the famous Pastor’s great 
work. “Dr. Abbott may not be a giant in 
ability.” declared Mr. White, “but he is one in 
presenting great truths. He is the equal of any- 
body we can import.” [Applause.] 

-astor Halliday walked to the platform with 
difliculty and sat down. He took from his in- 
side coat pocket a written address, and pro- 
ceeced to read itina tremulous voice. It was a 
statement of his opinion why Dr. Abbott should 
not be elected. The gist of Mr. Halliday’s argu- 
ment was that Dr. Abbott was a born writer 
and not a preacher; thatif elected he would try 
to occupy the pulpit and remain editor of the 
Christian Union, and that during the months of 
his tomporary pastorate he had not proved a 
magnet. The Moderator read letters from ab- 
sent Members approving of the seiection of Dr. 
Abbott. Prof. Raymond wrote that if he had 
1,000 votes they would be cast for the cheice 
of the committee. 

Deacon Ferris srose and said: 
10,000 votes [would cast them against Dr. Ab- 
bott. [Applause and hisses.] Since he has been 
with us the church has ruh down. We wanta 
magnetic preacher. If an angel came down 
from above and filled our pulpit for six months, 
and the congregation diminished I would say 
Shoo! fly away. {;Laughter.] I would vote for 
aman [hateif he was in the pulpit and could 
till the church. Tnere are persons who have 
pews here who will go away if Dr. Abbottis 
elected.” 

There were no more voices against Dr. Abbott, 
but several spoke warmly for him, including 
Dayton F, Reed, Charles W. Thompson, and Ed- 
ward M. Crane, representing the young men of 
the church, and a number of tne Deacons. 

The voting occupied almost an hour, with two 
ballot boxes. There was a great deal of enthus!- 
asm when the vote was announced, and atill 
more when it was made unanimous. The so- 
ciety met after the church meeting adjourned, 
with Deacon Brush as Moderator, and the action 
of the church was approved. 


HAMPTON INSTITUTE. 


CELEBRATING THE TWENTIETH ANNI- 
VERSARY OF ITS FOUNDATION. 

HAMPTON, Va., May 25.—This has been 
Commencement week at the Hampton Institute 
here and a most pleasant one for graduates, un- 
dergraduates, and the host of friends of this in- 
stitution which has done so much toward edu- 
cating the two “‘ wards of the nation,” the negro 
and Indian. [tis the twentieth anniversary of 
the school, which, beginning with 15 scholars, 
now has 600, including 135 Indians from 15 
different tribes, but with the greater por. 
tion from the Sioux nation. Besides these there 
are 300 scholars inthe primary department in 
what is known as the Marquand School, the gift 
of Mr. ard Mrs. D. R. McWilliams of Brooklyn, 
N.Y. Tneschool has graduated 600 pupils, of 
whom 2:0 are Indians returned to their reser- 
vation. How successful the work with these 
sons of the forest has been is shown by the fact 
that but four of them have been reported to the 
authorities here as *‘ bad Indians.” ‘To carry on 
the werk here $60,000 has to be raised annually 
by friends of the school, the Government appro- 
priating but $107 each for 120 of the charges, 


and the State of Virginia appropriating $10,000 
annually. 

The twentieth anniversary was celebrated on 
Monday evening with appropriate exercises. 
Diplomas were given to a class of 36 young 
men and women, two of the former being In- 
dians, one a Sioux, the other of the Oneida tribe. 
In the evening the protty May Day exercises, 
always a fenture here, were held in the Mar- 
quand gymnasium, where, also, a temperance 
mass meeting was held the following evening. 
The principal address was by Prof. J. C. Price, 
President of the Livingston College, Salisbury, 
N. C., which this able colored man founded. 
The temperance work is being pushed with 
vigor here, aud the 60 resident graduates pro- 
pose to found a Holly Tree Inn here.

THE COMMITTEE'S REPORT 
CREATES A LIVELY ‘1IME. 
AFTER MUCH DISCUSSION THE QUES- 

TION IS REFERRED TO A_ SPE- 

CIAL COMMITTEE OF FIVE. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 25.—When the Rey. 
Dr, Jobn R. Paxton of New-York, in speaking 
before the mass of people in Horticultural Hall 
this afternoon, said: ‘*God curse the day when 
the negroleft the sunny sandsof Africa and 
landed on the shore of America,” he was in- 
terrupted by a perfect storm of hisses, and 
cries of ‘“ Shame, shame, shame” cume from a 
thousand throats, and Dr. Paxton’s speech came 
to a sudden close amid a scene of intense ex- 
titement. It was at the afternoon session of 
the Presbyterian General Assembly and the ques- 
tion under consideration was the organic union 
with the Presbyterian Assembly of the South, 
The hall could not hold all the people who tried 
to get in. The question of union was taken up, 
when the Rey. Dr, Smith of Baltimore, ex- 
Moderator of the Assembly, presented the 
report. of the committee of conference with 
the Southern Assembly, He said the sole object 
of the committee was to find out and express 
the feclings of the ehurch on the question in- 
volved in the reunion. When Dr. Smith had 
read the part of the report declaring 
the belief that the colored people them- 
selves preferred to have Presbyteries or Synods 


of their own, with full representations in 
the General Assembly, he said: “‘ Brethren, a 
color line doves exist, not drawn by us, but the 
lineis there. Some think that we are inclined 
to cast the colored man aside, but that is wrong, 
The committee recommends no measure that 
compels either party to associations that are dis- 
tasteful. It is to secure liberty to both. The 
South is waiting, and we hope this Assembly will 
return a speedy answer to the other Assembly.” 

As soon as Dr. Smith finished adozen men tried 
to secure the floor, and it was soon shown that 
the Assembly was divided on the report of the 
committee. One party was for immediate 
consideration and the other fer delay, 
and dozens were trying to catch the 
eye of the Chairman, when the Rev. Dr. 
Kempshall of Elizabeth, N. J., was recognized. 
He mounted the platform and said he thought 
all were for union, but that these were solemn 
times and the question was one of profound 
moment. All were 80 intensely inter- 
ested in the question that a debute 
might cause a speaker to say something 
that all might regret, avd as he believed the 
“apple was net ripe for plucking,” he asked for 
delay and, offered an amendment to the com- 
mittee’s report that three more members 
and two Elders be added to the com- 
mittee and the report referred back 
to them for turther negotiations 
“My brethren of the South have told me,” said 
Dr. Kempshall, “that a majority of the Lu- 
theran Assembly are not ready for union. 
There are venerable fathers among them 
wedded to the%itraditions of the past, 
and they would be against union at 
this time. But Southern men itell me 
that if one man rises in their Assembly to say an 
nukind word against the North there are twen- 
ty who will rise and bid him hold his peace. 
They believe that with the sunshine of another 
year the fruit will be ready to pluck and a re- 
union success. 
f™When the Rev. Dr. Howard Crosby was 
recognized he spoke for the prompt considera- 
tion of the question. 
shall had misunderstood the action of the com- 
mittee. The state of the case was simple. The 
Southern church bad appointed four ministers 
and tuur Eiders to eonfer with a similar com- 
mittee from the Northern church. The Southern 
Committee had put certain questions indorsed 
by the Southern Assembly, and the Northern 
committee answered them. The Northern com- 
mittee now asked its Assembly whether its com- 
inittee had answered right on the color line and 
other questions. The question was not that of 
organic union direct. “For my part,” said Dr. 
Crosby, ‘I say the Gummittee bave done right. 
They have not committed the Northern ehurech 
to any question. I myself would never consent 
to keep brethren in the ministry bearing the lin- 
eaments of my Saviour and keep them from any 
church court or council.” 

in the midst of the applause the greeted Dr. 
Crosby a nuinber of the delegates jumped up, 
but Dr. Paxton reached the platform first, and, 
facing the great crowd, said in a sharp and 
measured voice: ‘I regret that Dr. Crosby 
spoke on its merits and not to the question be- 
fore the House. He gave us his opinion 
on the race question, whieh we don’t 
want to hear. There are moments when silence 
is golden, and this is one of them, Only an 
hour ago I taiked with my old friend Randolph 
Tucker, and the last words he said were, ‘ Pax- 
ton, for heaven’s sake don’t move to adopt this 
report. Itis asking too much of the grace of 
God, ard among 500 Presbyterians you are sure 
to find five or six cranks.’ ” 

Dr. Paxton, continuing,

It was the cause of war and the shed- 
ding of brothers’ bleod, and—’ But the 
docter’s voice could not be heard; his 
sentences bad fallen like bursting bombs. 
Men leaped to tieir feet, shook thvir tingers, and 
shouted: “Shame! Shame! Shame!” and a 
perfect storm of hisses brought the speaker to 
a sudden stop. It was a thriiling scene as 
Dr. Paxten faced the sea of faces and the waves 
of hisses, and tried to make the people hear 
him; but the first man who made himself heard 
was the Key. Dr. Dickey of this city, who 
shouted: ‘ Thisis disgracetul Thisis not the 
way to express your disapproval.” ‘ This 
hissing does not come from the Assembly but 
from the gallery,” shouted a delegate. “ Then 
clear the galleries,” shouted back Dr. Dickey. 
“The galleries didn’t start it; it came right 
from the body of this Assembly and it 
is a disgrace,” another delegate cried out. 
“Never mind who started it,” Dr. Paxton was 
heard to say as the storm began to subside. “I 
can stand hissing,” and as he stepped to the 
front again he said: “If in Jesus Christ I am 
sent to the house of the leper, I yo to the leper, 
and if in Jesus Christ i am sent to the 
Hottentot with the pregnathous chin and re- 
treating forehead, { will dip the palm branch in 
the sweet waters of Gospel truth and shake its 
goiden drops on his black brow. I love the 
negro, but in the South he is another 
Rubicon, and the cause of strife,” and 
when anotier outburst was about break- 
ing, Dr. Paxton ieft the platform while 
a Ghorus of voelces were striving to catch 
Moderator Thompson’s ear. When peace was 
fully restored Dr. Paxton was allowed to ex- 
plain that when he referred to the black man’s 
advent he spoke of the crime committed against 
him by those who stole him from his nativeland 
and soid him to slavery. 

Justice Strong also arguec against too nasty 
action. To adopt this report now would be to 
tie the hands of the committee on any modifica- 
tions or amendments that might hereafter be 
deemed desirable and wise. He moved as an 
amendment that the Committee of Conference 
be enlarged by six members and continued with 
instructions to confer with any committee that 
might be appointed by the Southern Assembly 
with respect to organic union of co-operation to 
report at the next meeting of the General As- 
sembly.

Then he said the colored people did 
not want separate Presbyteries and Syneds, as 
the committee’s report intimated. 

Gov. Beaver of Pennsylvania moved to refer 
the entire matter before the Assembly to a spe- 
tial committee, with Justice Strong as Chair- 
lan, toreport to the xssembly at the earliest 
possible moment. The Assembly applauded 
when the Governor said there was not a heart 
but beat for reunion, but that deliberateness 
Was necessary. His motion was agreed to, and 
the Moderator appointed as the special com- 
mittee Justices Strong and Drs. Crosby, Young, 
Hoyt, and Sanders. 

TheA ssembly adjourned to 9 A. M. to-morrow. 
This evening there was a popular meeting at 
the Academy of Music in the interest of foreign 
missions.

A DETECTIVE WITH A TREACHEROUS 


MEMORY. 
When Judge Patterson, who presides at 
the Kerr trial, said yesterday afternoon thatthe 
atmosphere of the room gave those who were

or beginning ef 1885 “Bully” Moloney waiked 
into the Sub-Treasury and, handing the witness 
a five-thousand-dollar note, asked him to pro- 
cure small bills for it, which he did. On another 
occasion Moloney appeared at the Sub-Treasury 
and asked the witness to obtain small bills fora 
ten-thousand-dollar note, Bourke Cockran read 
Detective Sullivan’s testimony in the Sharp 
case, in which he swore that the notes Moloney 
had asked him to change were of the de- 
nominations of $500 and $1,000. The detective 
yesterday insisted that the notes were for 
#5,000 and $10,000. He left the stand some- 
what perturbed, 

At the afternoon session the prosecution tried 
to show the disposition of the $500,000 of aec- 
ond mortgage bonds of the Broadway and Sev- 
enth-Avenue Railroad Company. George A, 
Prentiss, broker, of 49 Wall-street, testified that 
in July, 1884, James W. Foshay and Thomas B, 
Kerr cams to his office and asked him to place 
the bonds. They offered to give a bonus of 
$12,000 in first mortgage bonds for every $100,- 
000 of second mourtzage bonds sold. This bonus 
was afterward raised to $15,000. Mr. Prentiss 
suggested that better prices might be secured for 
the bonds if they were placed in small lots, but 
objection was entertained to peddling the bonds, 
He sola bonds of the face value of $50,000 to 
Martin Just and the same amount to Charles 
Phelps, For the latter’s purchase he paid with 
a certified check, whieh was indorsed by Thomas 
B. Kerr, Treasurer. The cheek was identified 
and shown to the jury. Altegether he sold 
$200,000 of the bonds. 

Jeremiah W. Curtis said that he had bought 
$160,000 of the bonds, Martin Just said his 
purchase was $50,000. John G. Jenkins, Presi- 
dent of the First National Bank of Brooklyn, 
told how Foshay had asked him to identify 
Foshay at the Bank of New-York that he might 
cash a check there. Mr. Jenkins was corrobo- 
rated by Ebenezer 8. Mason, Cashier of the 
Bank of New-York. Joel F, Freeman told how 
he had bought $50,000 of the bonds for John D. 
Rockefeller and $20,000 for Charies Pratt of the 
Standard Oi! Company, Frank Cromwell, Treas- 
urer of.the Mutual Life Insurance Company, 
pought $20,000 of the bonds, and said so, 

Osborne E. Bright testified that under instruc- 
tion from James W. Foshay he had prepared the 
second mortgage on the Broadway and Seventh- 
Avenue Railroad, as well as the various papers 
relating to the Broadway surface railroad. 
Juror O’Sullivan asked Mr. Bright to explain the 
relation that existed between the two companies 
in the Summer of 1884. Mr. Brightreplied that 
Jacob Sharp was at the head of the Broadway 


‘Surface Railroad Company and wanted a pur- 


chaser. The Broadway and Seventh-Avenue 
Railread Company became tbat purchaser, be- 
cause it could not afford to allow a competitor 
to obtain the contro] of the Broadway fraucliise.

A “COLORED SAVIOUR.” 


HE FAILED, HOWEVER, TO SAVE HIM- 
SELF IN TIME OF NEED. 

ATLANTA, Ga., May 25.—A few weeks ago 
@man of mysterious manner and sppearance 
located in Greene County. He called himself 
“ Abbidigal,” or ‘‘ Holy One,” claimed to possess 
a Divine nature, and said he had received in- 
struction by Divine revelation to free the negroes 
of Georgia from the bondage of a false religion. 
He gained the confidence of the colored people, 


and deluded them into believing that he was the 
colored Saviour, He had many followers, hun- 
dreds coming from the adjoiming counties and 
villages to listen to his strange doctrines. He 
held services in fields and groves, and adorned 
himseif on these occasions with gaudy turbans 
and flowing robes. He had beads and orna- 
ments that he sold readily as shields against 
the power of Satan, and in thisway he was 
reaping a financial harvest. 

He was eeqerass by the white people as a 
harmless ¢rank, and little attention was given 
him until it was discovered that he was a thief 
and an impostor. The stranger secretly in- 
formed the negroes that there was a “land of 
promise,” which he had recently discovered, It 
was, he said, a place prepared for negroes, 
where they had neither to work nor starve—a 
paradise that was to be the home of all who 
followed him, He bade them steal or to sell all 
they had and put their money into his keeping, 
and’on a certain night they would meet and to- 
gether start on their journey. A dozen families 
sold their cabins, crops, and all they possessed 
and put the money in the hands of ‘‘ Abbidigal.” 

The swindler appointed the night for meeting 
at an isolated spot, and the time for starting on 
the journey was two nights ago, when a band of 
about 40 men, women, and children coygre- 
gated and waited in vain for the coming of 
“ Abbidigal.” In the meantime if was ascer- 
tained that the ‘‘Holy Oue” was several miles 
distant in an opposite direction, making his 
way across the country. When the pilgrims 
realized that they had been deceived and robbed 
they pursued * Abbidigal,” caueht him, hanged 
him to a tree, and the exasperated mob lashed 
his nude body with brier reeds until they be- 
lieved him dead, when whey left him. He was 
found some time later by white people and cared 
for, but cannot recover, He is a white man, but 
had stained his face, hands, and hair so as to 
pass for a negro.

Harold P. Broun, an electrical engineer 
of 201 West Fifty-fourth-street, offers his 
services as an independent expert, having been 
four years and ahalf in charge of the North- 
western business of the Brush Company. 
In the course of his letter he says: 
“There is scarcely a down-town circuit that is 
saie to run for a single hour on account of worn- 
out insolation, splices, loose loops, &c._ I feel 
that unless electriciaus step forward and make 
electric lighting safe, laws will be adopted 
which will hamper if not destroy the business, 
as was the case in England some years ago, and 
no Cause Will produce that result more quickly 
than for electricians to say that the dead man 
is to blame or the telephone wires the cause of 
all the trouble,” 

Col. Audrew Defoun, a civil engineer of Pat- 
erson, N. J., says he believes that a valuable 
safeguard can be produced at once to remedy 
the existing dangers to life from electric wires, 
and “in the cause of humanity” writes to the 
Coroner. Edward P. Thompson, an electrician 
of 9 Beekman-street, believes that it is more 
dangerous to put the wires under ground than to 
leave them above. He holds that the vast 
number of wires|may be reduced by removing the 
scores of abandoned wires, and cun conceive of 
no advantage in the undergreund system except 
that which inventors might enjoy.

J. Kuendig of Reading presented a petition from 
German congregations at Reading, Philadel- 
phia, Trenton, and Pottsville asking for permis- 
sion to form a separate German Conference. 
The matter was relerred to a special committee, 
of which Dr. Schumacker is Chairman. The 
report of the Executive Committee showed that 
836 students were alded in their preparation for 


the ministry, 20 in the Theologi¢al Seminary at 
Philadelphia at an expense of $2,000, 
and 16 in Muhlenberg College at an ex- 
pense of $2,432 50. During the year aid 
was extended to 37 home missions. Of these 
26 were under the care of the Philadelphia 
German missions and tive under the care of the 
Philadelphia English missions, and the amount 
expended was $6,896 39. At the afternoon 
session the tellers announced that the following 
had been eiected members of the Executive 
Committee: ‘the Revs. F. J. F. Schantz_ of 
Myerstown, Dr. T, L. Seip of Allentown, Dr. 
B. M. Schumacker fof Pottstown, Dr, Jucob Fry 
of Reading, M. CU.

tenry and L. H, Liess of Reading. 

Dr. 8Schumacker presented the report of the 
Directors of the Theological Seminary af Phila- 
delphia, which showed that they have decided 
to build a seminary at Mount Airy, to accommo- 
date 100 students; that 64 students were in at- 
tendance last year, and 20 members of the Sum- 
mer class were ndmitted to graduation. The 
new seminary will eost $40,000 for the work 
above ground, and the agent reports that 
$57,000 has been contributed, of which $40,000 
has been expended. The cornerstone was laid 
on May 22 by President Krotel. 

The Revs. J. B. Fox and J. J. Foust of the 
Pittsburg Synod and J. ©, Goepp, Hugo Wen- 
dell, and H. Petera of the New-York Ministeri- 
um were received into jull membership. St.

DR. J. M. THOBURN ELECTED A MIS- 


SIONARY BISHOP. 

The Methodist Genetal Conference yes- 
terday settled the question of Missionary Bish- 
ops forthe time being by electing a new one— 
Dr. J. M. Thoburn—for India and Malaisia. The 
agents for the Book Concerns, Sanford Hunt and 
J. M, Phillips for New-York and Earl Cranston 
and M. P. Howe for Cincinnati, were also re- 
elected. 

Bishop Andrews presided, The report of the 
Missionary Committes recommending the elec- 
tion of a Missionary Bishop for India and Malai- 
sia came up as unfinished business. 

sia Sek Ong, the Chinese minister, secured the 
recognition of the Chair upon this question, and 


Was greeted with long-continued applause when 
he advanced to fhe foot of the main aisle and 
faced the Conference. Dr. Sykes interpreted 
for him. He said: ‘ At the Conference of four 
years ago the Christian Advocate published pe- 
titions from India against the appointment of 
a Missionary Bishop, and China found jts inter- 
ests to belidentical with those of India. On my de- 
parture for this Conference I took the sense of 
my Conference upon this question and was ad- 
vised not to favor the appointment of a Mis- 
sionary Bishop for China. But a week ago, 
when the status of a Missionary Bishop was 6s- 
tablished upon a higher plane than it had pre- 
viously been, I felt that iff would be a good 
thing to have one of those new Bishops for our 
part of the world. Butif the name ‘Missionary’ 
18 to be retained in the title of the man tobe 
sent to us, then it will not be proper for me, in 
view of my instructions, to vote for the report. 
Ihave learned that within the past couple of 
weeks the delegates from India have changed 
their minds upun this question, but my heart 
has not been converted. [Cheers and laughter. ] 
Why, I would like to Know, 18 not the Bishep for 
Afriga and the Bishop for india elected upon 
the same ticket and from the same class as the 
other five Bishops?’ [Long-continued ap- 
planes, 

Dr. Thoburn spoke in favor of the report, 
making the point that all the opposition to the 
term “ missionary” had grown up within the 
last four years, and Me because of the nonde- 
script eharacter which had been given the 
Missionary Bishop by the official publications. 
The report was ftinally adopted by a standing 
vote of 28210151. No nominations for a Mis- 
sionuary Bishop were allowed, butthe Conference 
proceeded to vote directly upon the selection. 
it was a foregone conclusion that the Rey. Dr, 
J. M. Thoburn of Calcutta would be elected, 
and there was little excitement occasioned by 
the announcement of thse vote, which was over- 
whelmingly in his favor. 

A large number of nominations for Missionary 
Secreia:.e ,jof which there are three to be elected, 
were made, anda vote was taken, pending the 
counting of which the Conference adjourned to 
this morning.

LARGE SHIPMENTS OF TRUOK. 

CHARLESTON, 8. C., May 25.—The’ ship- 
ments of truek from Charleston this season have 
been the largest ever known, and the crops 
are the heaviest ever planted. Last Sunday 88 
carloads were forwarded to the Northern mar- 
kets. The Sunday before over 100 carloads 
were forwarded, and during the present week 


the movement has been unprecedented. The 
transportation facilities are taxed to the utmost. 
Indeed, the shipments would be larger if there 
were cars and ships to hold the truck. It is re- 
ported to-night that the Old Dominion Line of 
steamers of Norfolk, which has been driven 
from the New-York business by the Pennsylva- 
nia Railroad, has an eye on Charleston. The 
enormous possibilities ef the Charleston truck 
business Dave attracted the attention of the com- 
pany, and it is reported that an arrangement 
is under consideration to place the Old Domin 
ion steamers in this business between Charies- 
ton and Northern ports. The steamship men are 
persuaded that the Charleston business, if prop- 
erly encouraged, will push ahead of all rivals, 
that the advantages for growing and handling 
truck at and around Charleston are pre-eminent. 
Under this idea the Ola Dominion Line is willing 
to place several of its boats in Charleston Har- 
bor as a test of what may be accomplished. A 
meeting will be heid here to-morrow to consider 
the proposition. With swift steamers and plen- 
ty of them, Charlesion and the adjacent islands 
could feed New-York,

The hearing before the Governor yester- 
day on the Ballot Reform bill must at least 
have convinced him that the workingmen’s 
organizations are in favor of it. HENRY 
GreorGE and Dr. McGLyNnn appeared 
together once more to urge him to sign 
the bill. The opposition, represented by 
Mr. ForsTER and Mr. CRAIN, was very 
weak. The former professed to believe 
that if ballots publicly 
given out the polling places there 
would be a great deal of cheating, though 
he failed to specify how it would be done. 
Bis general principleseemed-to be that sworn 
officers of the law, subject to penalties for 
dereliction of duty, were not to be trusted, 
wisile irresponsible. politicians would con- 
scientiously look after the interests of 
voters. Another formidable objection of 
his was that it was a difficult matter to 
make a-cross against a name. NELSON J. 
WATERBURY hada. constitutional objection 
to the bill, which he had no opportunity to 
explain, but he said that it violated the 
second and fifth sections of the second arti- 
cle of the Constitution. As the former pro- 
vides for disfranchising persons who give 
orreceive bribes for votes-or make bets on 
elections, and the latter merely declares 
that elections shall be by ballot, it is diffi- 
cult to see the application.

They also thank these 
who have opposed Trusts “that have for 
their object the destruction of free compe- 
tition.” Mr. ALLEN’s scheme is a foolish 
one, but not so foolish as some of the 
opinions and assertions wnich have recently 
been published over his signature. The 
Trustmakers rejoice when they see the 
farmers following such a leader. If the 
farmers of Kansas are ready to say that 
“ competition is not an honest way of doing 
business,” they should not complain when 
they suffer from the exactions of rings. 


Should fair weather favor the thirteenth 
annual field meeting of the Intercgl- 
legiate Athletic Association, to be held on 
the Manhattan Grounds to-day, the occa- 
sion will be a notable one. Possibly it may 
be the last appearance of Harvard in these 
contests, although many of her graduates 
confidently believe that the Faculty will 
not adopt the strict policy in regard to 
athletic competitions recommended by the 
Board of Overseers. It would be a loss to 
have the crimson, which has the highest 
record of victories in these all-around gym- 
nastic sports of the association, conspicuous 
henceforth by its absence. The college ath- 
letes do well to make New-York their 
habitual meeting place, and since the trans- 
fer from Mott Haven to the Manhattan 
Grounds the convenience secured is about 
all that could be expected. The good eftect 
of these annual contests is shown in the 
breaking of the records year after year by 
better and better performances, until now 
even if a single intercollegiate record 
should be surpassed to-day, either in track 
or field events, it would probably be more 
than is generally expected. There is no 
question that the annual meeting of the as- 
sociation keeps up its old usefulness, as it 
certainly retains all its old interest. 





The public-spirited effort of the citizens 
of New-Orleans, under the lead of Gen. 
BEAUREGARD, to set that city in order for 
the Summer, shows that the lessons of its 
epidemics have at last been Jearned. This 
is the season beyond which it is unsafe to 
postpone sanitary precautions. The history 
of past epidemics shows that we are by no 
means freed as yet from the danger of 
an invasion of cholera. the 
streets -of New-York tolerable 
condition, judged by comparison with 
themselves, they are by no means what 
should be required.

seems to have ended for the present in dis- 
cussion.

THE CUSTOM HOUSE 
SERVICE. 

The investigation by the Senate com- 
mittee of the administration of the Post 
Oftice and Custom House in Philadelphia, 
and thus far of the management of the Cus- 
tom House in this city, sufficiently 
justified by the disclosures already 
made. No doubt the purpose is 
to collect political capital for attacks 
upon the Administration. The refusal to 
carry the investigation back of 1885 shows 
that there is no intention of furnishing any 
means of comparison with the Republican 
Administration of the civil service. It is 
also evident that only the weak spots in the 
present service are to be probed. There 
will be no opportunity of showing where 
the spirit and purpose of the civil service 
law have been faithfully observed, or where 
the service itself has been improved in effi- 
ciency, or even kept up to the previous stand- 
ard. The inquiry will be a hostile and one- 
sided one, but of this the Administration 
has noright tocomplain, If its course in 
any one place or in any single important 
office has been inconsistent with its profes- 
sions and has impaired the efficiency of the 
public service 1t must expect that fact to be 
exposed and must bear the consequent crit- 
icism. It is in the interest of the public 
that such exposure and criticism should be 
made. If the Administration is held toa 
stricter standard of judgment than any that 
preceded it, so much the better. It ought 
to be; and it ought to be able to stand the 
test. If it is not, in so far it has disap- 
pointed the expectations of its best friends. 

So far as the first day’s examination here 
is concerned, relating to affairs in the Sur- 
vey or’s office, there. was nothing at all sur- 
prising in the result. BEATTIZ 
showed from.the day of his appointment 
his contempt for the civil service law. His 
chief purpose in making changes was to get 
rid of Republicans, no matter how efficient 
and faithful they might be, and to fill their 
places with Democrats, with more regard to 
party service than totitness. It was to make 
this easier that he forced a reorganization of 
the Examining Board and tried to make, it 
wholly subservient to him. That he vio- 

{ lated the law iu regard te political assess- 
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of the “pig rafile,” which does not rise te 


the dignity of an artful evasion, but was a 
direct tbough thinly disguised violation. 
That the assessments were for the benefit of 
Gov. Hix in the State campaign did not 
better the case. The record only confirms 
what we maintained at the time of the ap- 
pointment of HEDDEN and BEATTIE, that the 
only way to secure to the civil service the 
benefit intended by the law is to place its 
administration in charge of men who be- 
lieve in it. 

When it comes to the Appraiser’s depart- 
ment we find that the political changes 
were dictated from Washington. Appraiser 
McMULLEN seems to have been disposed to 
keep in view only the good of the service in 
making removals as well as appointments, 
but Assistant Secretary of the Treasury 

+ MAYNARD, about the time’that, with Public 
Printer BENEDICT, he. attempted to use 
Postmasters as canvassing agents for his 
party in this State, appears also to have 
been engaged in providing places for Demo- 
crats in the public service by compelling the 
removal of faithful Republican officials. 

“The removal of Dr. SHERER, the chemist 
in charge of the laboratory, is a conspic- 
uous example of his mischievous meddling. 
Mr. MCMULLEN told Mr. MAYNARD that Dr. 
SHERER was a faithful and efficient officer 
and that his removal would be an injury to 
the service, and that his entire “ black list” 
was made up of good men. It is true that 
removals for any cause or for no cause are 
not violations of the letter of the law, but 
they may be inconsistent with its spirit and 
purpose. Moreover, if they are only an in- 
jury to the public service and a violation 
of the professions of the Administration 
they afford ground for severe criticism. 

Men in responsible offices like Mr. May- 
NARD ought by this time to recognize 
the fact that thereisno party gain to be 
made by efforts to defeat civil service re- 
form. The fact has been established that 
it raises and improves theservice and tends 
to purify politics. and strengthen the party 
that gives it support. It has come to stay, 
and allefforts to set it back only expose 
those engaged in them to distrust. Such 
failures to live up to the law and apply it 
impartially as have been matters of com- 
mon report in Baltimore and Indianapolis 
and have been exposed by the Senate com- 
mittee in Philadelphia and New-York are 
sure to hurt the Administration. It cannot 
safely count on the failure of the Republic- 
ans to show any sincere attachment to 
the reform, for it will be a matter of mero 
expediency with them to take advantage of 
the lapses of a Democratic Administration 
and make professions and promises. The 
shortcomings of those clothed with respon- 
sibility will be more closely scrutinized than 
the motives of those who attack them. The 
capital which Mr. HaLr’s committee is col- 
lecting will not be without effect, and what- 
ever damage it may do, the Administration 
will only have itself to blame for yielding 
to pressute and appointing open enemies of 
thecivil service law to enforceits provisions 
and countenancing such performances as 
those.of Assistant Secretary MAYNARD. 





THE BIG DIVIDE. 

When the pending River and Harbor bill 
was sent from the House to the Senate it 
was larger than any of its predecessors, 
The appropriations in it amounted to 
$19,494,783 when it was reported by the 
House committee, and this total was slightly 
increased in the House. The Senate Com- 
mittee on Commerce has added about 
$1,500,000, so that the sum of the appro- 
priations is now $20,976,383. The notorious 
River and Harbor act of 1882, which was 
passed over President ARTHUR’S veto, and 
which caused the retirement of so many 
Congressmen, appropriated $18,743,875. 

The Senate committee has added appro- 
priations for a dozen or fifteen projects and 
cut out about twenty which were in the 
House bill, Most of those which have 
been sacrificed were either indefen- 
sible or of very little consequence. 
Among them were the appropriations for 
Sheepshead Bay, Biloxi Bay, Port Clinton, 
Yallabusha River, and Petaluma Creek. 
The chief sufferer in the House committee 
is its Chairman, Mr. BLANCHARD of Louisi- 
ana, who loses Amite River, Bayou Barthol- 
omew, Bayou Courtableau, Bayou Terre 
Bonne, Tickfaw River, Little River, Cal- 
casieu River, and Bayou Lafourche. The 
Chairman wf the Senate committee, 
Mr. Fryr, has undertaken to provide 
more generously for Maine by  pro- 
curing $50,000 for a _ breakwater 
at Mount Desert and $15,000 _ for 
Moose-a-Bec Bar, while he has added $130,- 
000 to the House appropriations for five 
other projects in his State. The two Chair- 
men will settle their differences in the con- 
ference committee. Mr. BLANCHARD retains 
the appropriation for the saw-log commerce 
of Bayou Plaquemine, The Senate com- 
mittee has also added to the bill Mispillion 
Creek, Broadkiln Creek, Milford Harbor, 
Tillamook Bay, Bellamy River, and Romer- 
ley Marsh. Among the new appropria- 
tions to be commended is one for the im- 
provements in the Potomac along the 
Washington water front. Noone would say 
a good word for this project in the House, 
because the District of Columbia had no 
votes. The worst of the Senate amend- 
ments is that which provides for a survey 
and location of the proposed Hennepin 
Canal. 

Almost all of the objectionable appropria- 
tions in the House bill are retained, and 
some of them are even increased. The com- 
mittee did not disturb the allowance of 
$250,000 for Sabine Pass, where there are 
neither inhabitants nor commerce to be 
served by the proposed expenditure of 
$4,000,000. The bill still contains the ap- 
propriation of $100,000 for that harbor of 
refuge at Sandy Bay, on the Massachusetts 
coast, which is to cost several millions. 
The “lost creeks” of South Carolina may 
still be found on page 36. The lumbermen 
whose logs have been “worn out” in the 
perilous falls and rapids of the Buckhannon 
River have not been deprived of their an- 
nual allowance. ‘he Elk River has not lost 
the appropriation by which it is pro- 

' posed that a channel “ten or twelve 
inches deep” through “shoals of cobblestones 
and gravel” shall be made, There is still 
money for the Big Sandy, to be used in con- 


one foot of water during six months of the 
year.” That channel two feet deep during 
four months of the year in the Little 
Kanawha still calls for $25,000, in addi- 
tion to the large sum already poured into it. 
The Clinch River is still to be improved by 
“ excavating a channel through the rocks, 
by removing snags and boulders, and by 
building riprap dams,” so as to secure 
a dgpth of two feet in some places 
and of one and one-half in others. 
The Tradewater, the French Broad, the 
Hiawassee, the Oconee, the Caloosahatchie, 
and many other streams whose names are to 
be found in Secretary LINCOLN’s list are all 
provided for in this bill. And in the final 


section the appropriation to meet the cost 


of surveys of streams and harbors not yet 
improved is swollen from $75,000 to 
$150,000 in order that the Homosassa, the 
Chipola, the Umpqua, the Tuallitaan, and 
the Ocklawaha Rivers, with Ocracoke Inlet, 
Hunting Creek, and other waterways of 
equal importance, may be added to the list, 
upon which the House put the Sipsey, 
Mahon, Alafia, Tchefuncta, Manokin, 
Wetypkin, Tuckahoe, Checkasahay, Quani- 
cassee, Harrissecket, ShaHotte, Klaskuine, 
and Cacapan Rivers; the Prime Hook, Bluff, 
Alloway, Swift, Cowles, Occobannock, and 
Chuckatuck Creeks, and the harbors of 
Still Pond, Clarkesville, and Troutberg. 

In some respects the bill has been im- 
proved by the Senate committee, either by 
increasing the sums assigned to worthy 
projects or by dropping appropriations which 
ought not to be made. But nearly all of 
the old jobs have been retained, and:some 
of the new projects are equally objection- 
able, while in the final section there has 
been made ample provision for a wide dif- 
fusion of public money in the future. 





THE REGISTER OF LABOR. 

Senator TuRPIE of Indiana has not thus 
far made himself especially conspicuous in 
debate or in law making. His appearances 
upon the floor of the Senate have not been 
numerous or striking enough to earn for 
him the repute of an Edmunds on the one 
hand or of a Riddleberger on the other. 
But Mr. Turpre has no notion of being 
classed with the mute millionaires of the 
Senate, and he has now contributed to the 
annals of Congress a project so novel and 
so striking as absolutely to compel discus- 
sion. 

Mr. Turpre, like many another legislator, 
yearns to confer benefits on labor. When 
he thinks of the sufferings of the workers 
for wages, and of the number of votes they 
cast, he feels that he must do something in 
their interest, if it were only to become a 
member of a special committee to investi- 
gate a strike. Such places, however, are 
eagerly sought for in legislative bodies, 
from the New-York Board of Aldermen to 
the Senate itself, as giving those who hold 
them an opportunity to display their 
sympathy for the poor and their disrespect 
for the rich and their longing for the 
good time coming when the poor shall all 
be rich and the rich poor. The formation 
of a Department of Labor is too oid an idea 
for Mr. TurPrz to claim. It is possible that 
the bills creating the Departments. and 
Bureaus of Labor that already adorn the 
statute books of so many States have bet- 
tered the condition of their authors, though 
there is no evidence that all of them to- 
gether have ever ameliorated the lot of a 
single laborer. Mr. TURPIE’s claim for a 
political patent rests upon his invention of 
a new and useful application of the 
demagogic idea which he calls the *‘ Regis- 
ter of Labor.” His notion is to make 
labor honorable, as it used to be proposed 
to make treason odious, to wit, by act of 
Congress. He has noted with indignation 
that persons whose trade it is to kill people 
by land and sea, which trade is at present 
very dull and depressed, have their names 
printed at the public cost in loathsome com- 
pilations respectively known as the Army 
Register and the Navy Register. To states- 
men of a certain type to have one’s name 
printed and disseminated in this manner is 
a distinction. It is painful to Senator Tur- 
pit that in a community that has ad- 
vanced from the stage of militancy to the 
stage of industrialism this distinction 
should be reserved to the art of war. He 
proposes to extend it to the arts of peace 
by providing “for the annual publication 
of the names of persons reputed in their 
vicinity as most skilled in the mechanical 
and other arts.” Apparently it does not 
occur to him that there is any use in the 
publication by the Government of a list 
of its own officers and servants which a 
publication of the names of private per- 
sons would not possess. He seems to regard 
a directory not as a convenience, but asa 
roll of honor, and resents the absence from 
it of meritorious persons about whom no- 
body has any particular curiosity. 

The political possibilities of the Register 
of Labor are very great. Neighborhood 
repute would naturally be gathered by the 
department from the member of Congress for 
the district in which the meritorious men 
lived, if he were in sympathy with the 
Administration, while if he were of ‘‘ opposed 
political faith” the trusty local leader 
would be appealed to to supply it. Meri- 
torious persons “at large” would be desig- 
nated by friendly Senators. A Congressman 
would have notable opportunities for making 
himself friends of the blacksmiths, bartend- 
ers, carpenters, grocers, billiard markers, 
and other persons whom he might report as 
most skilled in their respective mechanical 
or other arts and not unmindful of their po- 
litical duties. With every change of Ad- 
ministration there would naturally bea re- 
adjustment of the Register so that it should 
appear that all the meritorious American 
citizens were Republicans or Democrats, as 
the case might be. 

Whatever may be the fate of Mr. Tur- 
Pir’s interesting measure it has already 
achieved a unique distinction. Senator 
Henry W. Buarr has deprecated it as lack- 
ing in practicality, and suggested that it was 
introduced as “a matter of facetiousness.” 
That the Senator from New-Hampshire 
should object to anything upon the ground 
that it was nonsense indicates a fear for his 
own monopoly that could be evoked only 


by some very remarkable achievements. ' 


His own propositions are not easily outdone 
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THE ELEVENTH CENSUS. 

The bill introduced by Mr. Cox for taking 
the census-of 1890 has already been modi- 
fied to advantage, and perhaps will be still 
further amended before coming up for dis- 
cussion. The principal changes thus far 
effected cut off many detailed investigations 
of the sort that caused a long delay in pub- 
lishing the fruits of the tenth census. In- 
stead of the twenty-two volumes required 
to contain the results of the census of 1880 
only seven will be needed for the new work, 
these being concerned only with popula- 
tion, with industrial, social, and health 
statistics, and with the valuations of prop- 
erty and public indebtedness. 

It may be worth while for Congress to 
take into consideration the frank state- 
ments made by the Superintendent of the 
tenth census, Gen. F. A. WALKER, upon his 
trying experience. What he suggests is a 
total change in the system, by separating 
the statistics of population from the many 
other inquiries and branches of information 
now coupled with the decennial enumera- 
tion. In other words, he would confine the 
work of the census takers proper to a count 
of the population, with the single exception 
of matters relating to agriculture. The 
ground of this exception is that it would be 
inexcusable to go over the entire area of 
the @&untry a second time in order to ascer- 
tain the’quantity of its farm products, when 
at one-third additional cost the statistics 
of agriculture could be taken together with 
those of popuiation. Besides, there is a 
great advantage in procuring the statistics 
of several millions of farms by going from 
one to the other, since errors will then be 
apt to balance each other and a good idea 
of the general condition of the country’s 
agriculture will be obtained. 

All other statistics except those of popu- 
lation and agriculture Gen. WALKER would 
collect through the machinery of the 
Bureau of the Statistics of Labor. In- 
deed, he would directly ‘charge the 
Labor Bureau with the whole care of the 
census. This could be the more easily 
done since the old Census Office has now 
expired by the limitation of law; so that it 
would be perfectly legal to use instead the 
organization of an existing bureau of that 
same department of the interior which is 
habitually charged with taking the census. 
The main ground on which this proposal is 
based is the absolute ‘‘ inability of the Cen- 
sus Office, no matter how completely organ- 
ized and ably administered, to deal at once 
adequately and seasonably with the vast 
heterogeneous mass of returns poured in 
uponit.” Thisis very stronglanguage, and 
the more it is examined the more positive 
and sweeping will it appear. It takes the 
ground not only that no past organizations 
of the Census Office have been able to do 
the work imposed upon it, but that it never 
can be so organized, at least at any reason- 
able expense, as to do its work. The in- 
evitable dilemma, according to Gen. 
WALKER, is that the examination of the 
returns must be hasty and insufficient, or 
else the compilation and publication of 
them must be delayed too long. 

But with the Bureau of Labor in charge 
of this work there would be a constant 
census going on. That isto say, between 
each two periods of conducting the counts 
of population the vast body of industrial 
and other statistics would be in a perpetual 
process of collection and arrangement, so 
that only a little extra effort and the em- 
ployment of some additional agents and ex- 
perts would be required to bring them up to 
the date of the census publication. Gen. 
WALKER suggests that it would be easier 
under such a system to take a census every 
five years than every ten years as now. 
This, in turn, would make approximate 
estimates of population and other matters 
for each intervening year much more trust- 
worthy than at present, The Bureau of 
Statistics would meanwhile, in the in- 
tervening years, apply itself to facts and 
figures concerning commerce, manufactures, 
mining, the fishery and lumber interests, 
the railroads and telegraphs, the schools, 
churches, and newspapers, the hospitals, 
jails, and workhouses, and so on. 

Whether this proposal in regard to the 
census is practicable Congress must deter- 
mine. That it at least merits consideration 
is evident from the wide experience of Gen. 
WaLKER and from the fact that he is 
acknowledging the necessary shortcomings 
of the very organization which he might 
naturally have been expected to defend. 


A brute who has been beating his son, 
twelve years old, in so shocking a manner 
as to excite the indignation of the police 
and of the police magistrate, pleaded yester- 
day in his defense that the child was a 
“bad boy.” Itseems that the boy has been 
a year and a half in a Catholic protectory 
and that two of his sisters are now in pub- 
lic institutions. For his father to complain 
of the characters of children that have been 
thus formed by ‘his neglect is an aggrava- 
tion of his brutality that ought to add to 
his sentence. The children of such a parent 
can lose nothing by his seclusion for the 
longest period permitted by the law.

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FISHERMEN IN LUOK. 

Newport, R.I., May 25.—Reports from 
Seaconnet Point state that scup seem to he 
striking in much larger quantities than a week 
ago, when it was feared thatnorun would be 
obtained at all and that a heavy loss would 
thereby be incurred by the fishermen. Sinca 
that time, however, the run of sea bass has 


been much larger than ever before, and these 
fish have to a large extent made up for the 
scarcity of the scup. ‘The high prices that have 
prevailed fer scup have also resulted to the ad- 
vantage of the fishermen, who have not 
lost on the whole as yet in the Spring 
fishing business. In the meantime, too, 
the run of scup has been increasing and It is 
possible that a good supply of these fish will 
still be obtained by the fishermen, and if 
this should occur the season would turn out 
even better than expected. The catch of scup 
yesterday was the largest thus far obtained this 
season, about 100 barrels being brought in. 
Owing to rough weather the catch to-day was 
light, and only 74 barrels were shipped to New- 
York, against 259 barrels last night. Last night 
279 barrels were sent to Philadelphia and 163 
were shipped to the same city to-night. The ship- 
ment last night was the largest of the season, 
about one in every six barrels containing seup.

THE LAST REPORTED BALTI- 
MOKH AND OHIO DEAL. 

ON THE OTHER YiAND THE STORY IS 
VERY WIDELY BELIEVED—RAILROAD 
NEWS IN GENERAL. 


BALTIMORE, May 25.—The Baltimore and 
Ohio officials deny emphatically the statement 
from Philadelphia about the alleged sale of the 
Schuylkill and Eastside Railroad and the virtual 
transfer of the Philadeiphia extension of the 
Pennsylvania. President Samuel Spencer ar- 
rived fromthe West this morning, and, when 
asked what he bad to say about the rumor, re- 
plied: “‘You may say that there is no founda- 
tion forthe story whatever; that it is a tissue 
of falsehoods from beginning to end; that the 
report has been started for stock jobbing pur- 
poses, and does not even merit a denial.” 

The Hambletons will say in their circular to- 
morrow: 


“The sensation of the week was a rumor from 
Philadelphia to the effect that the Pennsylvania 
Company had purchased the Baltimore and Ohio 
Philadelphia Extension and the Eastside Road, 
which covers the Baltimore and Ohio’s terminals at 
Philadelphia. We always opposed the extension of 
the Baltimore and Ohio Hailroad, and have con- 
sidered the effort to reach New-York unwise and 

roductive of bad results, both to the Baltimore and 

hio Company and the business interests of our 
city. The building of the Philadelphia ex- 
tenion involved the company in difficul- 
ties and produced the financial embarrass- 
ment which regunired the assistance of 
the Drexel-Morgan Syndicate to relieve it. The re- 
sult has proved that the attempt to extend the Baltl- 
more and Ohio Koad was a fatal mistake, and the 
sooner it 18 correcied the better. If the Baltimore 
and Ohio Company can obtain anywhere near the 
cost of its Philadelphia and Eastside Roads, we con- 
sider the company will be most fortunate and the 
new management to be congratulated. President 
Spencer and other Baltimore ana Ohio officials bere 
fleny that there is any truth in the rumor of a pro- 
posed sale of the Baltimore and Ohio’s Philadelphia 
{ines.” 


The statement about the alleged sale is said 
to have originated frem an ex-oflicial of the 
Baltimore and Ohio Road, who is bitterly hos- 
tile to President Spencer’s administration, and 
who gave it out to a Philadelphia paper in order 
that it might be taken up by the Baltimore 
press more generally. Among well-informed 

ersons the statement is discredited, but the 
ciatory of Baltimore and Ohio deals has been 
such a succession of surprises that some think 
there is a certain amount of truth in the rumors. 

Joseph G. Pangborn, who was Assistant Gen- 
eral Passenger Agent of the Baltimors and Ohio 
for several years, but who is now one of Presi- 
dent Spencer's most aggressive critic., said last 
night that there was no doubt that a deal bad 
been arranged by which the Philadelphia 
Division of the Baltimore and _ Ohio 
would be transferred to the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company, the consideration being 
that the latter should become responsible fer 
the interest on the loan of $16,616,000 by 
which the Philadelphia Division was eonstruct- 
ed. The negotiations were made by a syndicate 
headed by J. Pierpont Morgan of Drexel, Mor- 
gan & Co. Mr. Pangborn thought that the deal 
would be disastrous for the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad Company, but he did not believe that it 
would be approved by the Board of Directers. 
Astrong tight woula at least be made. Mr. 
Pangborn aiso said that the suggestion of Pres- 
ident Spencer to the Board of Directors to make 
a tovr of inspection over the Philadelphia 
Division soms time next month had been sug- 
gesten to him by some influential Directors. 
He intimated that this was to be regarded as a 
proof of existing resistance to the proposed 
deal. 

All the officials and Directors of the Baltimore 
and Ohio, however, unite in pronouncing the 
statement utterly untrae and absurd. They as- 
sert that the whole thing is a stock-jobbing 
seheme. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 25.—The Evening 
Bulletin says this afternoun that the information 
regarding the purchase of the Skuylkill River 
East Side Railroad by a syndicate representing 
the Pennsylvania Railroad (which was pub- 
lished in that journal yesterday) comes to itfrom 
such a source as to leave no possible doubt of its 
authenticity, and that the denials are only such 
as would be natural prior toa final disposition 
of such an important matter. 


Baltimore and Ohio officials give no cre- 
dence to the story telegraphed to yesterday’s 
papers from Philadelphia that the Pennsylvania 
Road had purchased the Schuylkill River East 
Side Road and the Philadelphia Division of the 
Baltimore and Ohio Road. These two roads 
were the links by which the Baltimere & Ohio 
had planned to reach this city. The plan 
dropped through upon the failure of the traffic 


arrangement with the Jersey Central and Read- 
ing Roads. Since then the link roads have not 
been self-sustaining. Now that the Baltimore 
and Ohio is heavily mortgaged to a syndicate 
fnendiy to the Pennsylvania management, the 
story of a ‘willingness on the Pennsylvania’s 
part to restore those links to usefulness found 
ready believers in Philadelphia. Some former 
otticers of the Baltimore and Ohio seem to have 
had an intimation of such a purchase, but the 
present officials would not believe it. On the 
contrary, they intimated that somebody’s desire 
to make a turn in stocks was the only founda- 
tion to the story.

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 PIGHIING THE GAS TRUST. 


BUT THE MONOPOLISTS REFUSE TO 
THROW LIGHT ON THE SUBJECT. 

CurcaGo, May 25.—The opening scenes 
of the contest between the magnates of the 
Chicago Gas Trust and their opponents have 
changed from the office of a Master in Chan- 
cery to the more dignified arena of a court of 
record, The investigation has been but the 
preliminary canter over the course the inquiry 
willtake. The originators and principal own- 
ers of the big consolidation have so far only 
answered the questions which they chose to 
answer, availing themselves of the privilege 
of declining to answer many which dealt 
closely with the methods which created and 
yet sustain the trust. Their polite but decidedly 


firm refusal to answer such questions has ad- 
vanced the litigation a stage. Sidney A. Kent, 
who testified yesterday, was the first witness be- 
fore Master in Chancery Bass to-day and said 
that the purchase of the Consumers’ Gas Oom- 

vany stood in the name of Cummings and Gibbs. 

‘he property was beeen tor by check, whose 
check the witness did not know. Then John J. 
Odell, Vice-President of the Union National 
Bank, was called to the stand. Mr. Odell is 
the bank official who negotiated the bonds 
which were taken by the syndicate, he 
being secured by a trust deed to him 
upon the properties of the gas companies. He 
Was more than a merely unwilling witness. He 
positively declined to answer any of the leading 
questions calculated to shed a flood of light 
upon the interior transactions of the deal. Mr. 
Odell said he did not have the trust deed with 
him and by advice of his counsel he declined to 
produce any of the certificates signed by the 
President and engineer of the Consumers’ Com- 
pany which were presented to him as authoriza- 
tion for the issue of additional bonds on account 
ofasum reserved for betterments or improve- 
ments. He testified that he delivered $3,000,- 
000 worth of bonds to the syndicate, but beyond 
that the examining lawyers got very little out 
of him. 

** Had the Consumers’ Company an account at 
your bank?” he was asked. 

* That I decline to answer.” 

“ Did the Gas Trust keep an account at your 
bauk ?”’ 

‘““That I also decline to answer.”’ 

‘There is no use in wasting time in putting 
such questions,’ said Mr. Odell’s counsel. 
*“*You may as well know onoe for all right 
here that we do not propose that any of these 
Witnesses shall answer any questions at all 
which relate te the books, papers,-transactions, 
acts, or proceedings of any sort of the so-called 
Gas Trust.” 

It was then left to the prosecution to certify 
these facts to the court and get an order on the 
subject, and they announced their intention of 
doing s0 a8 soon as possible. Two more wit- 
nesses were, however, examined before Master 
Bass. Charles F. Bryant was Secretary, and 
had been Assistant Treasurer of the Con- 
sumers’ Company. He admitted he had been 
notified to bring with him the record books and 
papers relating to transactions atthe meetings 
of the Directors of that company. By the direc- 
tion of counsel he had not done so. O. 8. 
Gaither, formerly Secretary of the Gas Trust, 
was called, and he also under the direction of 
counsel declined to answer the greater part of 
the questions put to him. He said he was not 
now the custodian of any books or papers be- 
longing to or connected with that company. 

This closed the taking of evidence for the 
present, as further testimony can be elicited only 
by such aspecial order as the court may see fit to 
make and which will probably be 80 framed as 
to explicitly cover the circumstances of the 
case. 

Attorney Collier, for the examiners, announced 
that he should make the necessary motion for 
such an order before Judge Horton immediately, 
and asked the respondent’s counsel, Mr. Green, 
at what time he would be ready to meetit. Mr. 
Green replied that he was ready to proceed at 
any time. 

Tre other attack onjthe trustisalso progressing. 
Attorney-General Hunt was in Chicago to-day 
partly bent on politics and partly om other busi- 
ness. During the afternoon he called upon J. 
K. Edsall, who is employed by the Citizens’ 
Association to push the quo warranto proceed- 
ings against the Gas Trust, and examined the 
papers prepared in the case. The expectation 
was that be would sign them and that they 
would be filed at once, but it was found that 
they needed amendment in certain particulars, 
and also that some of the facts set forth needed 
verificatien, which could not be done until Gen. 
Hunt returned to Springfield. The papers will 
be filed, however, at an early day, and itis un- 
derstood that the trust people will be ready 
with their answer at once.

THE SEIZURE OF THE BRIDGEWATER. 

Otrawa, May 25.—The Minister of 
Customs has sent a letter to the managing 
owner of the American ship Bridgewater, which 
was seized at Shelburne, Nova Scotia, in August 
last, on account of alleged violation of customs 
regulations, detained for 81 days and then un- 
conditionally released, notifying him that the 
Minister of Justice has reported that as he has 


no legal recourse against the Crown or any of 
its officers on account of the seizure, the Gov- 
ernment does not intend to entertain his claim 
tor compensation. Mr. J. H. Allen of New York, 
managing owner of the Bridgewater, has been 
in Ottawator ever two we ks endeavoring to 
induce the Government to recognize the justice 
of his claim for damages on ac- 
count of the illegal seizure of his 
vessel, He had prepared a memorial 
to ihe United States Secrctary of State and in- 
tended submitting his grievance to the Wash- 
ington Government, but before doing so was in- 
duced by Senator James Gross of Quebec, one 
of bis personal friends, to come te Ottawa and 
ask the Dominion Government to settle the 
matter amicably. In September last the Col- 
lecter of Customs at Shelburne, Nova Scotia, 
was authorized to release the ship en condition 
thatshe should take a clearance to a foreign 
port and leave the country on completion of re- 
pairs, after first paying all expenses incurred in 
connection with the seizure, and after with- 
drawal of the protests made, and giving a writ- 
ten abandonment of all claims upun the Gov- 
ernment or seizing officer on account of the 
seizure. This proposition was rejected by Mr. 
Allen, who, ewing to the alleged illegal deten- 
tion, will ask the Washington Government to 
press his claim for damages.

CHICAGO, May 25.—G. O. Barrio,: a Pan- 
ama merchant, was at the Palmer House yes- 
terday. Heis on his way to Europe. “Iam 
not a shareholder or a contractor,” said he, ‘in 
the Panama Canal Company, but I am able tosay 
that its success is assured since the concession 
by the French of $120,000,000 of lottery bonds, 
On the Atlantis side 15 miles of canal is docked.

A LUMBERMAN’S GENEROUS GIFT.

ENGLISH ARTILLERYMEN ON THEIR WAY 
TO BOSTON. 

The steamer Trave, which arrived at Ho- 
boken yesterday afternoon, had among her pas- 
sengers 18 members of the Honorable Artillery 
Company of London. They were joined down 
the Bay by a delegation from the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of Massachu- 
setts, consisting of Col. Henry Walker, Major 
James P. Frost, Major Charles W. Stevens, 
Capt. Albert A. Folsom, and Lieut. Sydney M. 
Hodges. The Londoners are here to participate 
in the two hundred and fiftieth anniversary of 


the Massachusetts organization, whieh takes 
place at Reston on June 4, 

They are a tall, fine-looking set of men, and 
but few of them look to be over 40 years of age. 
Many of them wore the long biue overcouat, 
heavily frogged and brass-buttoned, that con- 
stitutes a part of their peculiar uniform They 
have been great fighters in times gone by, but 
now the members have little to do but parade 
in their gorgeous uniforms, consisting of bear 
skin shako, scarlet tunic, dark blue trousers 
with red stripe, and bullion trimmings galore. 

Leaving the doek the party was driven to the 
Hotel Windsor, where dinner awaited them. 

The Old Guard of this city, which is also to 
take part in the Boston celebration, sent Major* 
MoLean, Major Sloane, and Mr. Lamartine to 
convey their regards to the Londoners and 
joined them at dinner. Immediately after dia- 
ner the visitors were driven tothe Grand Cen- 
tral Station and took the 6 o’clock express to 
Niagara, ocoupying the Wagner car Erie.

MR. RANDALL’S STATEMENTS. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

According to Mr. Randall’s statement 
in his recent speech upon the tariff there are no 
honest importers of metals. Hesays: | 

“Certain articles in this (metal) schedule, namely, 
bronze, powder, tagger-iron, tin and terne plates, 
cotton ties, iron and steel wire rods and ingots, bil- 
lets, slabs, and blooms are dutiable under the pres- 
ent tariff at such low rates or at ad valorem rates 
which are so easily and largely evaded that their 
home production is either wholly prevented or se- 
riously restricted.” 

Again he says: “ The invoices on cotton ties 
are undervaluations, of course.” 


He also quotes from some source (authority 
not given) that: 


“Undervaluations have been extensively prac- 
ticed, particularly in blooms and slabs, which have 
been invoiced below 1 cent per pound.”’ 

These assertions are too sweeping to be al- 
lowed to pass without some comment. Impor- 


ters of iron, steel, and metals are no more per- 
fect than any other class of men, but we do 
claim aud assert that of our own knowledge in- 
tentional undervaluations iu this line of business 
are very rare. The leading houses in the trade 
have too much at stake to run any risk of loss of 
reputation and money by violating the customs 
laws, and to prevent unfair competition by itre- 
sponsible and unscrupulous parties they take 
good care that the Custom House officials ace 
well posted as to the correct market values 
abroad. The tables which have been published 
in the Iron Age of reappraisements at various 
ports of entry in the United States show how 
small a percentage of the entries has been made 
at prices which were found upon reappraise- 
ment to be below the true market price at time 
of shipment. We cannot imagine that Mr. Ran- 
dall would make an intentional misstatement or 
do an injustice to any class of citizens, so we 
can only infer that he accepted as true, without 
due investigation, the statements of people 
whose zeal for protection outran their truthtul- 
ness.

Col. A. H. Markland, who died in Wash- 
ington at an early hour yesterday morning at 
the age of 63 years, was known throughout the 
armies that Gen. Grant commanded as the orig- 
inator and manager of the army mail system 
under which letters were often collected and 
delivered under fire. He was born in Clark 
County, Ky., and went to Washington with 
Henry Clay in 1849. He became a clerk in the 
Tnudian Office, and was afterward a clerk in the 
Post Office Department, but before the breaking 
out of the war was in business for himself. 
Having had a great deal of experience in 
Western steamboat service, Gen. Grant, when he 


began his movements about Cairo, selected, 
Col. Markland to expedite the army mails. His 
knowledge of postal affairs, acquired in Wash- 
ington, enabled him to take huid with energy 
and effectiveness. He had full authority, and, 
although he reported to the Post Oftice Depart- 
ment, he was practically Postmaster-General 
for the army. Gen. Grant appreciated the im- 
portance of maintaining communication be- 
tween the soldiers in the field and their families 
and iriends at home, and he gave orders for 
the most hearty co-operation with Col. Mark- 
land. Transportation, guards, all facilities were 
at his call, within army lines, and the Wash- 
ington authorities assistetl him In every way pos- 
sible. Every regiment and isolated command had 
its Postmaster and they reported tw brigade 
Postmasters, who in turn reported at division 
headquarters, and so on up to army headquar- 
ters. These tield Postmasters became wonder- 
tully expert. The apparent intricacies of army 
advances or retreats gave them little trouble, 
They kept lines of march and company places 
in view, and when the column halted its mails 
were seldom long delayed. It was no unusual 
matter to have letters distributed alongthe very 
lines of battle and even among the skirmisnbers. 
The whole system was originated and carried 
to its perfection by Gen. Markland. ‘Tbe mails 
were enormous in bulk. \ When Sherman’s 
army Jeft Atlanta its mails were turned 
eastward, and before the point to which 
he was marching on_ the coast Was 
known to the public, Col. Markland, with 
tous of mail matter taxing the capacity of the 
steamer Fulton, was on his way down the coast 
from New-York to meet the men who were 
“ marehing through Georgia.” The maiis passed 
up the Ogeechee to Kingsbridge before Gen. 
Sherman had reached Fort McAllister, which 
Hazen had carried to open the way to the coast. 
Col. Markland was nominated by Gen. Grant a6 
Third Assistant Postmaster-General. He was 
also the representative of the Post Office De- 
partmentin California and the West. During 
recent years his deatness had prevented him 
from enjoying general society. He married a 
Aliss Simms of Washington, who survives him. 
Col. Markland was a member of Pentalpha 
Lodge, No. 23, F. ana A. M. of Washington. The 
funeral will take place at 2:30 o’clock Sunday 
afternoon from St. John’s Church, Washington.

A FUTILE EFFORT TO ROB A _ POST 
OFFICE, 

A bold but fruitless attempt was made 
by three yourg men early yesterday morning to 
rob the safe in the TompXinsville. (Staten Island) 
Post Office. The office occupies the tront room of 
a@ three-story brick building at First-avenue and 
Brook-street, the rear room on the same floor 
being occupied as the office of the Richmond 
County Democrat, of which Postmaster Browne 
is one of the publishers. The Postmaster’s 
assistant, who is his brother William, occupies 
rooms on the second floor with his family. 

The Assistant Postmaster was aroused by 
nolses in the Post Office about 2 o’elock yester- 
day morning and went down. In the oflice he 


discovered two men working at the door of the 
new safe. Outside a sentry could be seen pecr- 
ing through a window. Opening a door lead- 
ing to the street from the hall in which he was 
standing Mr. Browne made enough noise to 
alarm the burglars. He saw them standing in 
the door of the officé a5 he ran down the street 
to a drug store where he telephoned for the po- 
lice. When he returned to the office the officers 
were thero but the burglars were not. 

A ragged hole 2 by 6 inches had been pounded 
in the quarter-inch outer plate of the safe door 
just above the knob. Two or three quarts of 
the asbestos and plaster filling had been worked 
out, the outer plate was partially wrenched 
lcose, and a bit of the inner plate had been 
bunglingly cut away. Two bits, one of the 
printing office cold chisels, and a pound can of 
ordinary powaer were scattered about, and in 
the rear yard was a gold-beaded umbrella. The 
police officers took their trophies to the Edge- 
water station and notitied the New-York police 
by telephone. The New-York authorities sont a 
couple ef men to the Staten Island Ferry to look 
for suspicious characters on tho first buat over, 
at 4 o'clock, but didn’t see avy. 

Yesterday it turned out that somebody stole a 
fisherman’s boat and two pairs of oars at Clifton 
Thursday night, and it is thought that the burg- 
lars pulled over to New-York or Long Island 
and escaped.

THE SENATE SUB-COMMITTEE. 

Thesub-committee of the United States 
Benate continued its investigation inte the work- 
ings of the civil service law at the Custom 
House, in the Federal Building, yesterday. 
Senator Hale was still absent, owing to illness, 
and the examination was conducted by Senators 
Spooner and Blackburn. There was a large at 
tendance during the day, the court room being 
crowded, mainly with Republicans who have 
been turned out of office. Among the visitors 
was Mayor Hewitt, who dropped in about noon 
and had a little chat with the two Senators. 

The investigation yesterday disclosed some 
intoresting tacts, more especially the case of 
John 8. McElwee, who, having been discharged 
for drunkenness, was reinstated by the Treasury 
Department at Washington without any 
apparent reason. Assistant Secretary Maynard 
figured conspicuously in suggesting wholesale 
removals of men whom the Appraiser of the 


Port considered efficient and capable and 
against whom there were no charges. 

Benator Spooner at the outset ruled that the 
investigation could not go back of 1885, this 
point having been discussed on Thursday. 

Dr. Edward Sherer was the first witness. “I 
was appointed,” he said, “on May 10, 1888, 
chemist in charge of the United States Labor- 
atory, and was removed in April of this year. 
The first intimation I had was from Appraiser 
McMullen. He told me he had done all he could 
for me with Secretary Maynard, but it was of no 
avail. [also went to Washington and saw Mr. 
Maynard. He told me that when a man Was 
a long time in office it was sometimes 
best to make 2 change. My removal crew 
out of the investigation of the ‘sugar 
ring” When I was removed the chemist 
in charge at Boston was appointed in my stead. 
The investigation arose concerning alleged un- 
dervaluation of sugar at this port as compared 
with Boston. I was told that Secretary May- 
nard said to the Assistant Appraiser that there 
were still many Republicans in his department, 
though this was the third year of President 
Cleveland’s Administration.” 

In answer to Senator Biackburn—I am a Re- 
publican. I believe the Secretary. of the Treas- 
ury was misled by lying reports of special 
agents. I should like the report of Byrne’s 
made public. I was never permitted to see it, 
although Ihave heard it contained reflections 
on Secretary Fairchild for his connection with 
the “sugar ring,” and the black list of 15 
names was of men mentioned in Byrne’s report 
of the investigation, 

Gideon E. Moore said he was employed by 
the Government to investigate the matter of the 
colorations of sugar, and knew Dr. Sherer and 
considered him highly qualified for the office he 
held. 

H. J. Abbott, another sugar expert, said he had 
been 10 years in the service of the Government 
aud regarded Dr. Sherer as & first-class chemist. 
“Twas,” he said, ‘sent to Boston to take the 

lace of Dr. Leary,who takes Dr. Sherer’s place. 

was suspended on the 8th of this month. The 
Appraiser of Boston objected to me and said 
they were not going to let the standard there 
run down to that of New-York, nor let McMul- 
len run the port of Boston. I was suspended on 
chargss of using ungentiemanly language to the 
Secretary of the Treasury. These charges are 
nottrue. Iam a Republican.” 

Frederick Leinbach, a Democrat, testified that 
he wss now in the eivil service, having been ap- 
pointed in 1881. He heard that he was going to 
be dropped, and with Congressman Tim Cump- 
bell he visited the Assistant Secretary. 

Senator Spooner—What remark did Congress- 
man Campbell make to Assistant Secretary 
Maynard about McElwee ? 

“Mr. Campbell said: ‘ He is a dirty cur.’” 

In answer to Senator Blackburn: ‘ Campbell 
spoke as if he wanted McKiwee put out of the 
service. All Campbell said about me was that [ 
was one of his constituents, and that he wanted 
my case sifted thoroughly.” 

Samuel J. Moore then tdok the stand. He 
said: “‘ITaminthe employ of the Government 
as Assistant Appraiser of the Port of New-York, 
and have been so ior the last three years. Iam 
@ Tammany Hall Democrat. I know Jonn A. 
Sherer. He was removed, but I know of 
no reason why be should have been dis- 
missed. Hoe was an. entirely efficient and 
capable man, and I did not recommend his re- 
moval. I could not say that his removal was 4a 
beaefit to the service. I told the Assistant Sec- 
retary of the Treasury verbally that the re- 
moval of Dr. Sherer would be an injury to the 
service. Isaw a list of names of men to be re- 

ved. I believe Appraiser McMullen made 
uf the list on the recommendation of 
the Assistant Appraiser. I told Secre- 
tary Maynard that in my opinion the 
removal of these men would be a 
Cetriment to the service. I heard that a pro- 
test was made against the removal of aman 
named Jacobs, a son of State Senator Jacobs of 
Brooklyn. He was a good and efficient man, 
and the Assistant Secretary of the Treasury 
had his name takeu off the list of the men to be 
removed. I could not say if that was done be- 
cause his father was a Senator. 1 understand 
that Appraiser McMulien went to Washington 
requesting the removal of all the other men. 
Imyself wentto Washington abovt Feb. 23 and 
saw Assistant Secretary Maynard. I tola him 
thatif these people were to go out because they 
were Republicans I did not have a word to say, 
but iwas with him all the time; but that if 
there were charges against them I ought to 
know something about them, because I could 
not conceive upon what they could be based. [ 
had a conversation with him about the investi- 
ation of Byrnes and Moore in regard to 
be undervaiuation of sugar at this port, 
and told him that im my _ opinion I 
ought to have a copy of the report which was 
made to him, so far as it affected my business. 
ITalsotold him that Mr. Byrnes was incompe- 
tent to conduct such an investigation, and that 
I was satisfied that he lied. I condemned Byrne 
and Moore as well as I could, and told him that 
some uf the testimony taken on that occasion 
was false, and that no man ought to 
be discharged from the service on such 
charges. I know John 8. McElwee, who was a 
sugar examiner and whois now in the service. 
He was removed in September last on my rec- 
ommendation for drunkenness and insubordina- 
tion. I based that recommendation on atfti- 
davits and statements presented to me from 
employes who made them. Among these men 
were Leinbach, James O’Donnell, Mr. Hepburn, 
and Mr. Bowen. The very day that I assumed 
charge of the sugar bureau these statements 
and affidavits were given to me, so that I 
- had no opportunity of knowing = any- 
thing of Mr. McElwee’s habits prior to 
shat time. I don’t know how he came to be re- 
appointed, but I have heard a report that his re- 
appointment was a distinct violation of the civil 
service law, and the certificate of reinstatement 
had been so changed as to admit of the man 
being reappointed. [never heard that Mason 
had anything to do with making out the certiti- 
cate. I don’t know that Mason has secured the 
appointment of his relatives to positions in the 
civil service. His father, however, is in the 
Appraiser’s stere aS an opener and packer at 
82 7ioaday. Thereisalsoa young woman in 
the ofiice as a cleaner named Mason, 
who, I believe, is a sister-in-law of Mason’s. 
Ll don’t know what pay she gets. 
Examined by Senator Blackburn the witness 
said: “When I asked the Assistant Secretary 
for a Copy of the report made by Byrne he made 
noanswer. I never got the copy. I have seen 
the list of names submitted to the Secretary of 
the Treasury. This listis correct.” (The black 
list is as follows: Edward Sherer, John A. 
Sherer, Robert E. Bowne, Gottfried Landsmann, 
A. P. Cole, Adam G. Mundy, Frederick Lienbach, 
Patrick T. Rah], William C. Jacobs, James 8. 
Dale, Peter Framley, and Themas G. Mac- 
Quaide.) 

Senator Blackburn—lIs it not a fact that these 
charges of drunkenness against McElwee were 
=~ months before they were acted ont 

ci) res.”’ 

“Is it not a fact that MoE!lwee testitied in the 
sugar undervaluation examination and was im- 
mediately afterward removed ?”’ 

‘“*I believe so. [ heard that Appraiser Mc- 
Mullen did not remove McElwee at the time the 
charges of drunkenness were made, because he 
wanted him to testify as he desired in the un- 
dervaluation examination. If he had had him 
removed it would have been said that he want- 
ed to get him out of the way. It was charged 
that New-York was favored and Boston discrim- 
inated against. The Government was certainly 
getting more money on duties for sugar in Bos- 
tou thanin New-York. McElwee testified to 
this fact and was immediately afterward dis- 
charged.” 

Lewis McMullen, Appraiser of the Port of 
New-York, then took the stand. He said: “I 
am 72 years old. 1 was appointed to the place 
in April, 1885, but since February, 1852, I have 
been in the service as examiner and appraiser. 
I knew both Dr. Edward Sherer and Jobn A. 
Sherer. “They were both faithful and efficient 
a wero removed on my recommenda- 

on.’ 

Senator Spooner—If they were good and efli- 
clent men why did you remove them ? 

“* As the Appraiser of the Port of New-York 
communications passed between the oflicials in 
Washington and myself. I think they are priv- 
ileged communications, and that, Recatare, I 
ought to be excused from answering them.” 

Senator Spooner ruled that the communica- 
tions were not privileged and that he must 
unswer the question, and Senator Blackburn 
eoncurred. ‘‘Well,” the wiiness resnmed, “I 
made the removals under instructions from the 
Treasury Department at Washington—from As- 
sistant retary Maynard. The list of names 
ho eee of mento be removed was read to me 

Secretary Maynard in Washington about Feb. 
17 last. I was requested to go to Washingion 
by the Secretary of the Treasury. Sec- 
retary Maynard said he wantea to have 
the men discharged. He did not inquire 
as to the efficiency of the men, but simply stated 
that he wanted them removed. He did not ask 
if there were any charges against them, but I 
told him they were efficient men. I knew no 
) Penson atfecting the interest of the Government 
why thease mer shouid be removed. I specially 
* gommended to Secretary Maynard the character 

and enoy of the two Sherers. We had a 
t bout Mr, Jacobs, which re-

the list. I Mr, Jacobe’s 
father was. Nothing was said about 
‘these men being removed to make room for 
Democrata. I recommended MoE! wee’s removal. 
-T concluded that he was not a fit man to be in 
\ the service on account of his drunkenness and 
Ansuboriination. McElwee was removed in 
September and reappointed in April. His res- 
: toration was made on my recommendation. I 
did not make any inquiry as to whether his 
habits were changed, but was requested to rec- 
ommend his reinstatement by the department 
at Washington. This was at the time I 
was in Washington when the list of re- 
movals was read to me. Secretary Maynard 
complained of the lapse of time between 
the act of drunkenness and the infliction of the 
penalty. I pointed out that McElwee’s re- 
appointment would be in direct violation of 
the civil service rule, and Mr. Maynard said he 
would hold the matter in abeyance. On March 
22 I received a letter from Washington signed 
by Secretary Fairchild, ‘ per M.,’ saying, ‘ Your 
attention is called to the case ofJohn 8. Mo- 
Elwee, who was dismissed on the recommenda- 
tion of this office on Ang. 30,1887. It is re- 
quested that he be recommended for reinstate- 
ment.’ I wrote the letter, and on March 26 
received another letter, signed ‘ C. 8. Fairchild, 
authorizing the reinstatement of McElwee. On 
April 21 another letter was received directing 
me to apply to the Civil Service Board fora 
certificate of eligibility for reappointment.” 

The certificate was putin with the letters as 
‘evidence. The certificate was signed by Mason. 

Mr. McMullen, continuing, said: “fam not 
aware of any evidence being presented to the 
Treasury Department on McEl\wee's behalf and 
I don’t remember ever seeing any similar state- 
ment. As tothe men who were retained whose 
names were on the original ‘black list,’ I know 
of no political influence being used fin their be- 
half. I understand Congresswan Campbell's in- 
fluence saved Leinbach.” 

Senator Blackburn—Assuming the men on 
this roll were competent and eflicient in the dis- 
charge of their duties, in the abseuce of any 
charges being made against them would a 
peremptory order from the Treasury Depart- 
ment for their remova) bein your judgment a 
violation of the civil service law? 

“T don’t think it would.” 

“So far as this list of names of officials for re- 
moval is concerned you donot think that the 
civil service law has been violated?” 

“*T don’t think it has.” 

“Did youever hear what induced the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury to reinstate McElwee ?” 

“ No, Sir.” 

“What are your political preferences?” 

“TIT am a Democrat and always have been a 
Democrat, 80 were my father an: grandfather 
before me. I have always voted the Democratic 
ticket, although for 25 years I held office under 
@ Republican Government. As tothe political 
sentiments of the men in the Custom House, [ 
think 50 per cent. are Republicans and 50 per 
cent. Democrats. Prior to March 4, 1885, I was 
the only Democrat there.” 

Jobn A. Sherer of Brooklyn testitied that he 
was appointed an examinerin 1880 in the Cus- 
tom House, but was recently removed without 
any charges being made against him. “My 
salary,” he said, ‘‘was $1,800 a year, but in 
1884 Lresigned. The Appraiser intimated that 
it would be increased if [ returned. I was reap- 
pointed and my salary was increased to $2,000 
per annum, and subsequently to $2,500, at 
which figure it was when I was removed.” 

Senator Blackburn—What are your politics? 

“Tam a Republican ?” 

Edward P. Hotchkiss—I was appointed to the 
civil service in 1883 and dismissed on Feb. 9, 
1888, without any charges being made against 
me. Iam a Republican. 

John W. O’Brien—I ama Democrat. [ was ap- 
pointed weigher in the civil service in 1885. I 
know aman named Fallon. He is Superintend- 
ent of the assistant weighers at a 6alary of 
$2,000 a year. I never heard of his passing 
a civil service,examination. 

John E. Rogers testified: “I am an assistant 
weigher in the Custom House and have been 
thera 10 years. I remember assessments being 
made for political purposes during the last three 
years. I contributed ‘last in December. I 
also received contributions from two or three 
asaistant weighers. I can’t tell how much I re- 
ceived. They paid $10 or $15 each. I paid the 
money to aclerk in the courts, an officer for an 
Assembly district. The money was for the Dem- 
ocratic campaign funds. [ got ‘left’ on Widow 
McGuinnessa’s pig rafile. I was not invited. 
I gave receipts for the money received for polit- 
ical purposes. I received a contribution from a 
inan named De Lamotte.” : 

John Mackenzie—I was appointed to the civil 
service in 1879. I was removed April 27, 1887, 

on no charges except that I was too old. My age 
is 62. I don’t think the men at present there 
now are as efiicient as their predecessors. I 
heard of the appointment of a number of rounds- 
men by Mr. Beattie. They had to report Repub- 
licans, but never reported Democrats. I was an 
assistant weigher under J. W. O'Brien. 

Senator Blackburn—Did not Mr. O’Brien on 
April 20, 1887, seven days before your removal, 
write to Mr. Beattie asking your removal for 
total unfitness, carelessness, and errors in 
weighing cargoes 

“ T never heard of it before.” 

Senator Blackburn read O’Brien’s letter to 
Beattie, but witness still reiterated that he had 
never heard of it. 

Senator Blackburn—What are your politics? 

“A Republican. I used to be a Democrat.” 

ns 5 youindorse the present Administration ?”

*Do you indorse the administration of the 
Custom House?” 

Witness (emphatically)—No. [Laughter. ] 

At this point the inguiry terminated, Senator 
Spooner being obliged to return to Washington. 
It will be continued at 10 o’clock on Monday 
merning at the same place. 

Senator Hale is still confined to his bed at the 
Fifth-Avenue Hotel with a severe attack of 
rheumatism. He hopes to have so sufiiciently 
recovered on Monday as to be able to take part 
in the proceedings of the committee.

DEATH OF A BLIND PREACHER. 
The Rey. Charles Parker, the celebrated 
biind preacher, died on Thursday at his home, 
202 South Oxford-street, Brooklyn. He was at- 
tacked with pneumonia a week ago, and his fee- 
ble constitution could not withstand the disease. 


He was 72 years old, and until his last illness 
was unusually alert for ene of his years. He 
was tall and well built, with a long, white beard, 
and had a most imposing presence. On Thurs- 
day of last week he officiated at a funeral and 
caught coid on his return home. 

Mr. Parker was born in New-Haven, Conn., on 
July 16, 1815, and was graduated from the 
New-York Theological Seminary in 1847. He 
settled in Brooklyn when it was little more than 
a village, taking a house at what is now the 
junction of Fulton and Tillary streets. During 
the next 10 years be had charge of severai Pres- 
byterian churches in the vicinity of this city, 
and in 1862 he went to Kansas to engage in 
missionary work. He spent 10 years in the 
West, and it was while there that he lost his 
eyesight as a result of aseriousiliness. His 
funeral willtake place at Dr. Cuyler’s church 
on Monday afternoon.

TALKED ABOUT HIM. 

At high nvon yesterday the Board of 
Electrical Control met in its office in the Wal- 
lack Theatre Building, which commands a view 
of as fine a maze of electric light, telephone, 
and telegraph wires as can be found in the city. 
Mayor Hewitt, who is a member ex officio of the 
board, was not there. His refusal to sit with 
the board induced it to move from the Mayor’s 
office, where the meetings have nitherto been 
held for his spectal convenience, to its own office. 
It was just as well, perhaps, that the Mayor did 
not attend the meeting yesterday. President 
Hess and Commissioner Gibbens paid their re- 
aspects to the firat officer in the city, and Mr. 


Theodore Moss nodded assent with silent elo- 
quence. There was nobody to intimidate the 
speakers, and they spoke their mind with an air 
unborn of fear. A scene of confusion might 
have ensued had the fiery Mayor suddenly 
opened the door and walked in upon the ex- 
coriating trio. 

When the printed minutes of the last meeting 
had been approved Mr. Gibbens had the Secre- 
taries directed to ‘‘ put a head on the rules and 
regulations” of the board, which the slender 
Commissioner said be could not understand in 
their present shape. Engineer Henry 8. Kear- 
ney recommended certain routes and ducts for 
the Consolidated Telegraph and Electrical Sub- 
way Company, which were adopted. Ali of the 
work is to be constructed of iron tubes laid in 
hydraulic cement, except the Lexington-avenue 
and Twenty-third-street sections, which are to 
be cement pipes laid iu concrete. The Commis- 
sioners adopted # resolution offered by Commis- 
sioner Moes directing the enxzineerof the com- 
mission to ascertain the requirements of the 
electric light companies operating in all parts 
of the city and recommend to the board the con- 
struction of subways for their accommodation. 
A suggestion by the engineer that the Grand 
and Houston street subways be extended to 
Broadway was adopted also. 

Mayor Hewitt’s ten-page letter, of which ab- 
straclis were given in yesterday’s TIMES, was 
read by Mr. Gibbens, after which he made com- 
ments on the same, emphasizing the fact that 
the Mayor was first requested to order the poles 
removed andthe wires under ground six months 
ago and had done nothing but make frivolous 
excuses for not performing his duty. 

The Commissioner taiked for half an hour and 
wound up by offering a resolution * that the 
Secretary be directed to answer the communica- 
tion of the Mayor, to call his attention to the re- 
quests made by the board that he order the Com- 
missioner of Public Works to remove poles and 
wires, and to the fact that these requests cover 
a period of more than six months; to suggest 
that in the opinion of the board the matter is 
not discretionary with the Mayor; to inclosea 
copy of previous statements of the board in 
answer to the objections raised by the Mayor to 
doing what the board requests; to state thatin 
the opinion of the board the defense which the 
Mayor tries to make of his action as a member 
of the board is entirely inadequate, and, finaily, 
to inquire of the Mayor whether he desires to 
avail bimself of his privilege as a member of 
this poard to attend its meetings, and, if so, 
what time and place will be convenient.” 

Tne resolution was adopted, but not until 
President Hess had declared that the Mayor’s 
letter Was a remarkable prodnct of an official 
who hus seen his error and wished to make 
amends. “As a matter of fact,” remarked the 
Commissioner, “‘the record shows that the 
Mayor never gave a Single vote to advance the 
important work in hand. On the other hand, 
his attitude: has been one of defiance and 
obstruction, and unworthy of the high office he 
holds. I only regret that the Mayor is not prea- 
ent to hear me tell him what [ think of his con- 
duct, but I shall make it a point to let him know 
my opinion when we meet.” 


MR. RICHES DEMANDS. 


HE WANTS FAIR PLAY FROM THE STAND- 
ARD OIL TRUST. 

The Standard Oil Trust is again threat- 
ened with the possibility of having to disclose 
its methods of doing business to one of its most 
persistent opponents. A complaint was served 
March 19 last against John D. Rockefeller, 
Charles Platt, Benjamin Brewster, John D, 
Archbold, Henry H. Rogers, Wesley H. Tilford, 
Henry M. Flagler, William Rockefeller, John 
Doe, and Peter Roe, as Trustees of the Standard 
Oil Trust, which may cause the trust some 
trouble. The plaintiff is George Rice, the owner 
of a petroleum refinery at Marietta, Ohio, who 
seeks to compel the Trustees of the trust to 


issue to him, in his own name, certificates for 
six shares of the stock of the trust; to pay to 
him, directly, the dividends thereon; to accord 
to him ail the rights and privileges of a stock- 
hoider, and permit him to inspect the trust 
agreement, by-laws, &., and take copies of such 
portions thereof as he may desire. 

Mr. Rice relates in his complaint the history 
of the trust substantially as 1t has been pub- 
lished in THE Times. In October, 1886,he says, he 
bought in good faith of Orris Brothers & Co. of 
this city a certificate for five shares of stock 
which had been issued to L. B, Mallaby by the 
Trustees in the equity of the property held by 
them, paying $19Vashare in cash. June 20, 
1887,a share dividend was declared of one 
share on tive, and a certificate for one share 
was issued to Mallaby for Mr. Rice’s tive shares 
and trausferred to him by Mallaby. He charges 
that this vertificate was issued to Mallaby be- 
cause the Trustees had persistently refused to 
recognize him as the owner of the five shares 
and issue to him a new certificate therefor. He 
alleges that he has made a furmal written de- 
mand upon the trust for a certificate in his own 
name, but that it nas been refused. 

The trust officials in their answer deny that 
any property other than stocks and bonds were 
placed in the trust; thatthe trust certiticates 
are dealt with in the open market; that Mr. 
Rice, by reason of any purchase of certificates, 
became a beneficiary under the trust. They say 
that Mr. Rice is engaged in the manufacture of 
oil products in competition with the trust; that 
he seeks to become acquainted with their secrets 
in order to advance his own interests, and that 
he is using means toinjure the business of the 
trust by instituting litigutions against certain 
companies and by other means. They thencharge 
that Mr. Rice caused it to be made known to 
them thatif $550,000 was paid to him for his 
refusing property he would cease to institute or 
stir up litigation and harrass the defendants. 
This latter amounts toa charge of blackmail, 
and so Edward T. Bartlett, counsel for Mr. Rice, 
moved before Judge Lawrence, yesterday, that 
the trust Officiais turnaisn a billof pacticulars, 
setting forth when, where, and under what oir- 
cumstances Mr. Rice proposed to stop harrass- 
ing the defendants for $550,000. Judge Law- 
rence took the papers. 

Mr. Rice was before the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission, by bis counsel, Franklin B. Goweu, 
on Jan. 17 last us complainant against a num- 
ber of railroad companies for discriminating 
against him in the watter of freight charges on 
oil in favor of the Standard Oil Trust, the por- 
ceutages against him ranging from 40 to 367 
per cent. 

8. C. Dodd, one of the counsel for the trust, 
said yesterduy that he would not be warranted 
in disclosing what he knew about Mr. Rice's 
alleged proposition to sell out his retinery until 
the court should order his client to do so.

TWO BROKERS EXCHANGE 


BLOWS ON A BOAT. 

A SEQUEL TO ONE OF WALL-STREET'S 
DEALS THAT CAUSED CONSIDERABLE 
TALK IN THE STREET. 

The famous Lake Shore deal of 1884, in 
which the Vanderbilts and several other prom- 
inent men figured, had an exciting sequel onthe 
deck of aferryboat yesterday morning. H. B. 
Hollins of the firm of H. B. Hollins & Co., 18 
Wall-street, and W. L. Breese of the firm of 
Smith & Breese, had a fisticuff encounter of 
whieh Wall-street talked all day long. Both 
men are members of the New-York Stock Ex- 
change, and are very prominent both in the 
business and social world, and the fact that the 
affair grew out of the Lake Shore squabble lent 
additional interest to it. Both Mr. Hollins and 
Mr. Breese were deeply interested in that deal, 


and the former is credited with being one of the 
leading spirits in the pool. Breese went into 
Lake Shore when it was at 113, and when he 
came outit was away down at 52 or thereabout. 

All the parties to the affair of the ferryboat 
live at Islip, and they all left there on the same 
train aud boarded the same boat at Hunter's 
Point. Breese only took up his Summer resi- 
dence at Islip on Thursday. The row took 
place soon after the ferryboat was boarded and 
while 1t was still tied up tothe dock. Mr. Hol- 
lins, Amory Hodges, H. D. Wood, J. ¥. Foulke, 
and B. K. True were all standing out on the for- 
ward deck enjoying the sunshine, when Mr. 
Breese walked up to the group. One story of 
what followed is to the effect that a few words 
about the Lake Shore affair passed between Mr. 
Breese and Mr. Hollins, and that Mr. Breese 
ealled Mr. Hollins a har, and, therefore, Mr. 
Hollins’s umbrella went thumping down on Mr. 
Breese’s head, and that this was followed by a 
right-hander from Mr. Breese which knocked 
Mr. Hollins on some chairs that were near by. 
Then a few blows were exchanged, and the other 
gentlemen who were on the deck pulled the com- 
batants apart and put an end to the row. 

Mr Hollins was not to be found at his office 
yesterday afternoon,,but H. D. Wood, who is 
connected with the firm and a very close friend 
of Mr. Hollins, gave the following version of 
the case: 

“We were standing onthe forward deck of 
the ferryboat when Mr. Breese walked out of 
the cabin and came toward Mr. Hollins, and 
from the way he acted and looked I thought that 
he was going to speak to him ina friendly way, 
but he sald, addressing Hoilins, ‘‘ before these 
men I want to say that you are a ——” using an 
offensive expression. Then the men came to- 
gether at once, and a few blows were ex- 
changed. Mr. Hollins’s umbrella fell out of his 
hand. We at once separated the men.” Mr. 
Holifms says that the affair took piace so quickly 
that he could not say who struck the first blow. 
He denied using his umbrella. 

There has been some talk to the effect that 
Mr. Breese was preparing to brivg a lawsuit 
against Mr. Hollins for his part in the Lake 
Shore deal. Mr. Breese was called upon at his 
oftice at 6 Wall-street yesterday afternoon. He 
did not bear any scars of combat, and as Mr, 
Wood says that there are no marks on Mr. Hol- 
lins’s face, most of the punching must have 
been done in the air. Mr. Breese smiled when 
he was asked for his version of the story, but 
saidthat he did not care to have anything to 
say in public about bis private affairs. When 
asked if the row aid not grow outof the Lake 
Shore difficulty he sald: 

“Yes, that istrue. I will say that much, but 
that is all I will say.” 

Mr. Breese is a man of stalwart build and 
nearly 6 feet in height. He looks as though he 
could hita very powerful blow. The only ten- 
able theory of yesterday morning’s row .is that 
Mr. Breese lest his temper upon seeing Mr. 
Hollins and the sensation on the ferryboat was 
the result. Heisason ot Commodore Breese, 
late of the United States Navy, and inherited a 
large fortune. He isa member of the Union 
and Tuxedo Clubs. He has had some trouble 
with his fellows in the Stock Exchange before. 
In 1882 he hadarow with M.C. Bouvier on 
the floor, aud the Board of Gevernors took 
cognizance of the case. A few years ago some 
trouble with Mr. Hollins in the South Side Club 
of Long Island caused Mr. Breese to resign from 
that organization. 

Mr. Hollins, though not so powerfully builta 
man as Mr. Breese, is well put together. Under 
ordinary circumstances Mr. Breese would have 
a very decided advantage over Mr. Hollins, who 
is not nearly as tall. Soon after the Lake Shore 
excitement died down Mr. Hollins and Mr. 
Breese had a little scuffle, and ever since Mr. 
Breese came out of that famous deal the two 
brokers’ relations have been decidedly strained. 
Hollins is reputed to have had the management 
of the Lake Shore pool in which W. K. Vander- 
bilt and Cornelius Vanderbilt were supposed to 
have lost a large amount, and the general opin- 
jon at the time was that William H. Vanderbilt 
made much of the money they had lost. Mr. 
Hollins 1s reported to have made a large sum, 
but Mr. Breese did not come out in & manner 
that increased his friendship for Mr. Hollins. 
The latter’s wife is an intimate friend of Mrs. W. 
K. Vanderbilt, and the social standing of both 
men is high. 
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LOCAL BUSINESS TROUBLES. 

Anton Weidman, importer of toys, corner 
of Broadway and Duane-street, has failed, and 
Judge Dugro of the Superior Court has appoint- 
ed Sidney H. Carr Receiver of the property on 
the application of Schlesinger & Co. Deputy 
Sheriff Lavery arrived just after the Receiver 
with two executions aggregating $1,862 in 
favor of two other creditors. Mr. Weidman has 
been in the toy business many years, formerly 
on Grand-street. In March, 1880, he succeeded 
the tirm of A. Weidman & Co., and three years 
later ex-Register Barre of Brooklyn became a 
special partner for $15,000 to Jan. 1,1889. Mr. 
Weidman has tour large lofts at his store filled 
with toys, most of which were imported from 
Europe. He has had no capital rating at Brad- 
street’s for the last two years, and his limited 
credit rating was taken away some weeks ago, 
as matters then indicated a failure. 

Receiver Carr said yesterday that Mr. Weid- 
maa had been pressed by some of his creditors, 
and that he had not received the financial assist- 
ance he ought to have had. Business had been 
dull, and he had to manage the entire business, 
buying, selling, and attending to the finances, 
which was too much for one man. Af present 
he could not say how Mr. Weidman’s affairs 
stood, but he had already begun an inventory, 
which he would complete as speedily as pos- 
sible. In the trade the liabilities are re- 
ported from $50,000 to $75,000, one-half of 
which is due in Europe. 

Charies L. and Walter F. Downes, composing 
the tirm of Downes Brothers, dealers in butter 
and eggs at 26 Carmine-street, made an assign- 
ment yesterday to Patrick Dunne. They began 
business about a year ago in a small way.

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WANT TO WIND IT UP. 


THE DESIRE OF §s0ME NEW-YOREK 
INSURANCE DIRECTORS. 


There is a decided difference of.opinion . 
‘among the stockholders and Directors of tho 


New-York Equitabie Insurance Company as to 
the future of the company, and at the coming 
election of Directors it will practically be decid- 
ed whether or no the company shall go into 
liquidation. In the general depression of the 
fire insurance business for some time past the 
Equitable Fire Insurance Company has suffered 
with other companies. During 1887 itsreceipta 
exceeded the expenditures by $15,976 22, but the 
dividend of $21,000 which was declared caused 
a deficit of $5,023 78. At the quarterly meeting 
of the Board of Directors in January one of the 
Directors presented astatement allegedly show- 


ing the business transacted by the company dur- 
iug the last eight years. The board refused to 
entertain the statement or refer it to the 
usual committee for consideration. Thereupon 
the supporters of the Director who offered the 
statement sent printed copies of the document 
to the stockholders. The Board of Directors 
held a specie) meeting May 16 and appointed a 
cowmittee of five to actin conneetion with the 
President and Seoretary and prepare a state- 
mentof the company’s business since 1879. 
This committe made its report at another spe- 
cial meeting ef the Directors held Monday. 
The report was adopted by a large majerity, and 
resolutions were passed declaring that state- 
ments circulated reflecting upon the credit of 
this company and aavising its dissolution are 
shown by acareful examination of ita assets 
and liabilities, and the business done by it dur- 
ing the past seven years, to be grossly exagger- 
ated and misleading: that it is not for the inter- 
ests of the stockholders that the company 
shoulda be dissolved, and recommending that 
stockholders do not give proxies to parties seek- 
ing to dissolve the company, without conferring 
with the officers and personally examining the 
merits of the question. 

The report and reselutions, accompanied by 
a statement from President Miller and Secretary 
Gunb, were published and copies mailed to the 
stockholders. In the statement the officers deny 
the allegations and figuresin the manifesto of 
the dissenters, assert that in the past seven 
years the company’s business resulted ina profit 
of $748 44, after paying dividends of 7519 per 
cent., anddeolare that the net surplus at the close 
of 1886 was $10,717 88 in excess of that at the 
close of 1879, instead of $51,840 less, as their op- 
ponents stated. Various other allegations ofthe 
anopymous circulars issued by the anti-manage- 
ment faction are repudiated, and the officers as- 
sert that instead of a decrease of $57,843 in the 
surplus during the last eight years, the shrink- 
age was but $13,156 36. 

Director Joseph B. Lockwood told a Trmxs re- 
porter that he and his supporters desired to 
gain the discontinuance of the company and the 
division of ite assets among the stockholders. 
He says though the stock of the company is 
worth $250 per share on the books the last sale 
brought but $146. The company had lost 
money for eight years, owing to the depression 
of the fire insurance business, and he and his 
supporters believed there was no use in eating 
up the surplus by providing a certain number 
of high-priced officers with comfortable berths. 
Though the cempany’s capitalization was but 
$210,000, he thought the assets would realize 
about $500,000. Those who agreed with him 
would putan opposition ticket in the field at 
the election of Directors June 4, and try to elect 
men who would take steps to wind up the com- 


pany. 

President Miller and Secretary Gunn sald they 
didn’t care to discuss the matter, as their state- 
ment would speak for them. The company was 
not losing money, and their opponents clearly 
dodged the facts when they figured outa de- 
crease of nearly $60,000 in the assets during the 
last eight years by putting in the United States 
bonds—which form the chief assets of the com- 
pany—at par instead of at market value.

ALLEGED CHECK RAISING. 

Thomas C. Hoge of 56 Wall-street, President 
ef the Silver Springs, Ocalla and Gulf Railroad 
Company, obtained an attachment from Judge 
Lawrence yesterday against the property of Henry 
A. Bate to recover the value of $15,000 in bonds of 
the company. The plaintiff, who sues in his personal 
capacity, claims that the defendant obtained the 


bonds from him by means of a raised check, dated 
April 27, 1888, and signed by Spencer Trask & Co. 
This check was originally drawn for $10, and is 
alleged to have been raised by Bate to $15,000. The 
transaction does not affect the assets of the Silver 
Springs, Ocalla and Gulf Railroad Company in any 
manner. In his affidavit Mr. Hoge states that Bate 
has departed from the State, saying that he was 
eoing to Florida. Bateis not known to have had 
any property in this city,and the attachment is 
said to have been obtained more in the hope of 
securing areturn of a portion of the oo of 
the bonds than of having Bate punished.

SUMMER HOMES FOR THE POOR. 


—_sS— 
DR. RAINSFORD OF ST. GEORGE'S CHURCH 
MAKES A SUGGESTION. 


A novel:charity is being carried.on by a | 
; Commeittes-of ladies of St. George’s Protestant 


Episcopal Church. It has in a great measure 
grown out of a suggestion of the Reetor, the: 
Rev. Dr. Rainsford, made recently from the 
pulpit. On that occasion the Pastor referred to 
the fact that in his parish there were many 
worthy people who would be compelled during 
the Summer months to live in unhealthy tene- 
ment houses, for which they would pay heavy 
rents. On theother hand, he said, his wealthy 
parishioners were already preparing to leave 
the city for the heated term to enjoy fresh air, 
cooling breezes, and the various comferts and 
delights of the mountains, seaside, and lakes. 
He then proposed that therich during their 

absence from town should permit the needy to 
occupy their vacant houses and thus enjoy a 
brief respite from their irksome tenement-house 


existence. ‘The temporary occupants, said Dr. 
Rainsford, would not only protect the premises, 
but do it without expense to the owners. He 
declared that enough honest families eould be 
found to oceupy every one ef these vacant 
houses. 

The suggestion, it may be said, has met with 
widespread favor. The committee of ladies 
whose duty it is to care for the poor of the par- 
ish report that applications from house owners 
for worthy families to occupy their houses dur- 
ing the Summer months are flowing ia. They 
are received not only from residents of St. 
George's Parish but from all parts of the city. 

The task of securing trustworthy families for 
the vacanct houses is one of great responsibil- 
ity, and requires extraordinary care and broad 
discretion. The ladies, however, declare that 
they are equal to it, and are conildent of filling 
every place satisfactorily. 

The usual proceeding for those desiring to 
secure a reliable family is as follows: Applca- 
tion by the house owner or tenant.is made to the 
deaconess of the church charged with the duty 
of superintending the care of the parish poor. 
Tbe application 1s placed in the hands of one of 
her assistants in the work, who sets out to find 
asuitable family. St. George’s has a very large 
membership, among which the rich and poor 
are about equal in number. It is easy to tind 
families willing to occupy houses, but in most 
cases they are too large. Widows with one or 
two children are most in demand. In no case 
are a man and wife accepted. After a thorough 
investigation of the habits and character of the 
candidate for a house the result is reported to 
the deaconess, and if favorable to the family in 
question the widow and her children are pre- 
sented to the householder with a recommenda- 
tien. The rest remains with the householder. 
The family is usually accepted porely upon the 
recommendation of the ladies of the church, 

When the family is placed in possession of the 
house the woman is instructed in her duties, 
They are usually to keep the premises in order, 
have a sharp eye for burglarsand sneak thieves, 
and keep the sleeping apartments in constant 
readiness for occupanoy against the sudden re- 
turn of any of the family to town. 

As yet the project is an experimental one, but 
those actively engaged in promoting it eonti- 
dently look forward to satisfactery results. 
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HOW TO STOP GAMBLING. 


THE PREVENTIVE SOCIETY GIVING THE 
POLICE A LESSON. 
_ During the last-day or two the report has: 
been current thatthe police were exercising un- 
usual energy in their suppression of poolselling. 
‘The following circular letter, sent to different 
Police Captains,imay nave some conneetion with 


these extraordinary efforts. It is from David J. 
Whitney, Chairman of the Committee for the 
Enforcement of Law of the Society for the Pre- 
vention of Crime, of which Howard Crosby is 
President. It reads substantially as follows, 
with slight variations in the case of different 
precincts:

EAR SIR: AS mdividuals and representatives ot 
the Society for the Prevention of Crime, we hereby 
, formally notify you of the continual viclation of 
law in = precinct in the existence and operation 


of pool selling establishments. [Then follow in- 
stances of violation.)} 

We would also call your attention to the fact 
that the liquor saloons in your precinct generally 
are doing business on Sundays contrary to law 
and with little or no pretense of secrecy. We de- 
mand that you immediately proceed to the perform- 
ance of your duty in the strict enforcement of the 
law in these particulars. A copy of this communi. 
cation will be forwarded to the Police Commission.

Mr. Whitney, when asked yesterday what the 
effect of this manifesto had been upon Capts, 
McLaughiin, Garland, Carpenter, and Slevin, 
smiled and said: ‘ Yesterday and to-day my 
men have reported that some of the gambling 
houses had been shutup. In Garland’s precinct 
[the Seventh] we did not complain of any pool 
selling, but enumerated 15 places where tle 
excise law was constantly violated. In 
the First Precinct we mentioned 19 
Beaver-street, and within a little. while 
after the letter was sent one of our men found 
the place closed. In the Seconda Precinct, how- 
ever, where we particularly mentioned ‘ Loy- 
ell’s,’ at the corner of Barelay and Church 
streets, we found the business of pool selling 
going on briskly at 5 Barclay-street on the day 
after the letters were sent, In the Fourth Pre- 
cinct we tind the greatest dens of infamy and 
corruption and the greatest rottenness. In this 
precinct we mentioned De Lacey’s, 33 Park-row, 
and a place in the Brooklyn Bridge Hotel. [ 
think you could go new and buy tickets there.” 

Mr. Whitney was very much in earnest, and 
hinted at the most vigorous measures being 
taken against both Police Captains and Police 
Commissioners. It was upon the latter, how- 
ever, that he put the greatest blame. 

“Men in authority,” said Mr. Whitney, “who 
do not stop such flagrant breaking of the law a3 
is constantly occurring in this city are either 
fools for being ignorant of the violations or ara 
corrupt for not performing their duty. My 
next move willbe against the Police Commis- 
sioners. I have positive evidence of the exist- 
ence of from 15 to 20 gambling hells below 
Chambers-street, and I am going to see them 
closed or know the reason why. An official high 
in authority assured me thatif I could prooure 
him evidence of the neglect of the Police Depart- 
ment to perform its duty the official lives of the 
Commissioners would be very short. I shall go 
before the Mayor or the Grand Jury with 
charges the very next thing, and we will see if a 
nuisance which is known to exist by almost 
every one, and of which my men can get and 
have already procured most damning evidence 


shall be allowed by the police to exist under 
their very eyes.”
